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Historically, years that end in 4 have been 
good to the Baylor football program, a trend 
second-year Bears’ coach Guy IAorriss would 
like nothing better than to continue in 2004 as 
he rebuilds the school's tradition-rich program 
in the rugged Big 12 Conference, 

Just how good have those 4-ending years 
been for the Bears? Since 1924, 11 seasons that 
ended in 4, Baylor has claimed three confer- 
ence titles (1924, 1974, 1994), played in three 
bowl games (1954, 1974, 1994) and posted a 
.500 or better record five time!’ (1924, 1954, 
1964, 1974, 1994). 

Morriss' proven track record of success, tak- 
ing Kentucky from a 2-9 mark in iis first season 
on the sideline to a 7-5 mark in year two, and

the return of 16 starters (seven on offense, 
seven on defense and two specialists), give 
further hope that the Bears’ gridiron fortunes 
are about to change for the better. 

"We've got a good nucleus back and in that 
are a bunch of players who want to win,” said 
Morriss, whose 2004 roster has 86 underclass- 
men on it, including some 49 freshmen. 

“| believe this is a group of kids we can rally 
around,” he added. “The players are familiar 
with the coaching staff and they know our 
schemes. We are just so much further ahead 
(than last year). | have some guarded optimism 
(about 2004) and feel a lot better about our 
football program right now than | did at this 
time last year.” 

In Morriss’ first season in Waco, the Bears 
enjoyed their longest win streak since 1996, a 
three-game string punctuated by a 42-30 win 
over two-time Big 12 North champion 
Colorado; produced the school’s first 1,000- 
yard rusher since 1995 in Rashad Armstrong; 
recorded the school’s highest sack total (29) 
since 1994 and held the nation's then-No. 1 
team, Oklahoma, to a then-season-low 56 
rushing yards. Baylor, though, ended the sea- 
son on a seven-game losing streak, but, 
Morriss and his staff believed the Bears 
showed promise in their final two outings at 
No. 1 Oklahoma and against No. 24 Oklahoma 
State in Waco. 

BU's defense harassed the Oklahoma offense 
all day and was credited with eight tackles for 
loss, including five sacks, in the 41-3 setback. 
The Bears’ defensive game plan was later cred- 
ited by some in assisting Kansas State's upset 
of the Sooners in the Big 12 title game. The 
next week against the Cotton Bowl-bound 
Cowboys, Baylor took OSU deep into the fourth 
quarter before falling 38-21. 

"Our best game last year was against 
Oklahoma because we came away from it with 
some confidence," Morriss said. "We didn't

win the game, but the kids learned they could 
play with a team like Oklahoma. How lasting 
that confidence will be, we'll see pretty 
quick. " 

That new-found confidence will be tested 
early and often in 2004 as the Bears will play 
seven of their 11 games, including six of eight 
in Big 12 play, against teams which earned 
bowl invitations in 2003. 

“It is important that we have some success 
early in the year," Morriss said. "We have to 
stay healthy and upset some folks we aren't 
supposed to beat in order to reach our goals. 

"| thought | could see the Baylor football 
program starting to learn to play hard by the 
end of last year," Morriss continued. "We've 
come a pretty good ways. But, everything 
about resurrecting a program is a slow process. 
We aren't trying to turn around 130 kids, but 
the mindset of a whole University." 

Here's a position-by-position look at the 
2004 Bears heading into fall camp: 


OFFENSE 


Baylor returns seven starters on offense 
including four along the offensive line. Spring 
practice didn't produce a clear-cut No. 1 at 
quarterback, so the four-way battle among 
sophomore Shawn Bell, junior college transfer 
Dane King, fifth-year senior Aaron Karas and 
redshirt freshman Terrance Parks will contin- 
ue during fall camp. In addition, a replace- 
ment for Armstrong needs to be found at run- 
ning back and depth at tight end must be 
developed. 

Under the leadership of first-year offensive 
coordinator Brent Pease, Baylor's signal callers 
completed a school single-season record 56.5 
percent of their passes in 2003 while the Bears 
produced their best ground attack (110.0 ypg) 
since 1998. 


QUARTERBACKS 


Bell started the Baylor’s final two games a 
year ago and came out of the spring sharing 
the top spot with King. He threw for 465 yards 
with one touchdown and one interception over 
Baylor's final three games in 2003, while con- 
necting on 63.0 percent of his passes over that 
stretch. 

"Shawn is real Smart," Morriss said. "He 
won't do things that get you beat, and that'll 
take him a long way." 

The heralded King earned second-team All- 
America honors a year ago at Blinn (Texas) 
College. He led the National Junior College 
Athletic Association in both passing (310.8 ypg) 
and total offense (322.3 ура) and completed 
59.2 percent of his passes for the 2003 Bucs. 

"Dane has the Swagger you like to see in a 
quarterback," Morriss said. "He leveled off at 
the end of spring practice, but he had a good 
spring." 

Then there's Karas, a 21-game career 
starter who holds the school’s all-time record 
for completion percentage (.591) and ranks 
among the Bears' top 10 in 11 career offensive 
categories, and Parks, an athletic performer 
who showed play-making abilities during spring 
practice, applying the!pressure behind Bell and 
King. | 

“We probably won’t decide on a starter until 
we get on the plane for Birmingham (for the 
season-opener at UAB),” Morriss said. "We'll 
just have to see how things shake out during 
two-a-days and go from there. But, we have 
some options and competition (for the starting 
job) tends to bring out the best in players.” 


RUNNING BACKS 

All-Big 12 performer Armstrong and the 
school’s first 1,000-yard rushing campaign 
Since 1995 are gone, but the Bears have four 
players, seniors Anthony Krieg and Jonathan 
Golden, as well as sophomores Paul Mosley 
and Brandon Whitaker, pushing for 
Armstrong's job. 

Krieg was the team's second-leading rusher 
a year ago with 222 yards on 56 carries and is 
listed first on the depth chart. Golden, who 
elected to take a redshirt year in 2003, -has 
nine career starts in the backfield and needs 
just 303 yards to reach the 1,000-yard plateau 
for his career. He shares the second position on 
the depth chart with Mosley. 

Mosley, one of the biggest surprises of spring 
practice, impressed the Baylor staff with his 
Power-running ability despite recording just 
one carry in 2003. Whitaker, meanwhile, saw 
action in eight games a year ago as a true 
freshman and carried 31 times for 42 yards. 

The most-experienced player in the Bears’ 
backfield is senior fullback Jonathan Evans, 
who has made 13 career starts, Evans was the 
team’s third-leading rusher a year ago with 65 
yards on 25 carries and ranked as the squad’s 
fifth-best receiver with 15 receptions for 136 
yards. 

Behind Evans are sophomores Jonathan Sisk 
and Damon Dotson. Neither player has a 
Baylor rush attempt to his name, and Dotson 


was moved from linebacker during spring prac- 
tice, 
“ра Say Mosley was a standout and had a 
goad spring,” said Morriss. "He really came 
along. If we end up running the ball quite a bit, 
he’s going to be prominent. If we can’t open 
any holes up front and have to throw the ball 
all the time, his blocking and Passing game 
knowledge isn’t the same as an Anthony Krieg 
or a Jonathan Golden. 

“We have enough talent in the backfield, it’s 
just а question if they can all come through for 
us back there when the lights go on.” 


RECEIVERS 

Baylor’s top receiver from a year ago, 
Robert Quiroga, completed his eligibility, but 
the Bears return a strong group headlined by 
senior Marques Roberts and fifth-year junior 
John Martin. 

One of the Bears’ most-experienced players, 
Roberts started all 12 games a year ago and 
tied Гог second on the squad in receptions with 
25 for 224 yards and two Scores. He needs 26 
receptions to crack Baylor's top 10 and 348 
yards to become the school's 21st career 
1,000-yard receiver, 

The sure-handed Martin, meanwhile, missed 
eight|2003 games due to illness but still fin- 
ished as the team's sixth-leading receiver with 
12 catches for 139 yards. He has missed nearly 
two full seasons with injuries and illness over 
his career Was granted a sixth year of eligibili- 
ty by the NCAA last summer. Like Roberts, he's 
also making a run at BU's all-time receptions 
chart, where he’s just 23 catches shy of crack- 
ing the top 10. 

Sophomore Trent Shelton is listed second 
behind Roberts after catching 25 passes for 298 
yards and one touchdown a year ago. Junior J 
Fields is Martin's back-up after hauling in nine 
passes for 141 yards a year ago and averaging 
a team-high 15.7 yards per reception. 

Sophomore Dominique Zeigler and junior 
Shaun Rochon rank 1-2 at Baylor's third wide 
out position, and enjoyed strong springs. 
Zeigler, who doubles as a standout jumper on 
the Baylor track and field team, made nine 
receptions for 83 yards as a true freshman. An 

All-America wide out at Mary Hardin-Baylor, 
Rochon sat out the 2003 campaign as a trans- 
fer, but the speedster impressed enough to 
earn scout team MVP honors. 

“I believe there are five or six players in this 
group that can really play," Morriss said. 
"There is not just one guy that jumps off the 
pàge at you right now, but the group is solid. 

"We are just going to have to put them in 
the right place at the right time to be success- 
ful,” he added. "We know their strengths, so 
now we have to try and take advantage of 
them." | 

Baylor's top tight end a year ago, Shane 
Williams, completed his eligibility, leaving a 
big void. Senior Marcus Venus caught five 
passes for 70 yards in seven appearances as a 

junior and is listed first on the depth chart. But 
behind him are two redshirt freshmen, Mike 
Miller and Jeff Ward, so developing depth at 
this position Will be a priority during fall camp. 
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LINEMEN 

Four starters return from an O-line that 
helped rave the way for Armstrong's 1,000- 
yard season, but Morriss listed this position as | 
his biggest concern heading into the fall 
because »f nagging injuries to some key per- (3 
formers and the fact that seven of the 12 play- 
ers listec on the preseason depth chart are 
underclas smen.

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SEASON OUTLOO 
The athletic Murphy was a standout during 
spring practice and should push for All-Big 12 
honors in his final two seasons at Baylor. 
Sophomore Anderson Horn backs up Murphy. 
"This is an area where we should be a lot 
better than we were a year ago,” Morriss said. 
"We need to see dramatic improvement at the 
end spots, and Khari Long and Montez Murphy 
give us a pair of quality players there. We will 


have a little more depth than we did last year, 
which should help us, too.” 


LINEBACKERS 

Two players, Stephen Sepulveda and John 
Garrett, completed their eligibility, but АЦ- 
America candidate Crooks returns. Sepulveda 
started 11 of 12 games a year ago and Garrett 
finished his career as one of Baylor's all-time 
sack leaders. 

Crooks was Baylor’s second-leading tackler a 
year ago with 72 stops, including 9.5 tackles 
for loss. Junior Tyler Lindstrom and fifth-year 
senior James Irwin should challenge Crooks. 

Junior Colin Allred emerged from spring 
practice as BU’s other first-team linebacker. 
He saw action in 11 games a year ago and was 
credited with 14 stops. Fifth-year senior 
Michael Tolbert, who owns five career starts, 
and junior Jamaal Harper, who had 26 tackles 
last year, will push Allred. 

"We’ve got four veteran guys in the mix and 
some talented freshmen coming in, so | feel 
pretty good about our linebackers,” Morriss 
said. 


SAFETIES 

Baylor must replace outside safety Derrick 
Cash, the team’s fourth-leading tackler (62) 
who started all 12 games at that position a 
year ago, but it returns starters Lane and 
Andrews. 

An honorable mention Associated Press All- 
Big 12 pick, Lane made 12 starts and led the 
Bears in tackles (129), solos (89) and assists 
(40). He ranked fifth in the Big 12 and 30th 
nationally with 10.75 tackles per game, while 
his 7.42 solo tackles per game led the Big 12 
and ranked 13th nationally. 

Two redshirt freshmen, Kyle Seals and 
Bennett Hoefer, are listed behind Lane. 

Andrews also turned in a strong sophomore 
campaign, not only in the secondary, but on 
the Bears’ kick off and punt return teams, too. 
He shares the top spot on Baylor's depth chart 
with senior Michael Boyd, who is also listed 
second to Anthony Arline at cornerback. 
Andrews was third on the team in tackles with 
67 stops and recorded a team-high two inter- 
ceptions. Redshirt freshman Nick Fellows 
stands behind Andrews and Boyd. 

Sophomore Maurice Linguist has emerged as 
Cash’s replacement and is listed first on the 
depth chart. His 38 stops a year ago ranked 
seventh on the team. Two redshirt freshmen, 
Brannan Moton and Zach Zachry, are listed 
second and third on the depth chart behind 
Linguist. 


CORNERBACKS 

Five of the six players listed on Morriss’ pre- 
season depth chart at cornerback are under- 
classmen, as sophomore James Todd and Arline 
are the only returnees with starting experience. 

Sophomore C.J. Wilson is listed first at one 
corner position after recording 13 tackles a 
year ago. Todd, a six-game starter as a rookie, 
is second behind Wilson and redshirt freshman 
Josh Bell is third. 

Arline, who started two games a year ago 
and finished the year with 19 tackles, tops 
among returning BU corners, has taken over 
for the departed Matt Johnson at the other 
cornerback spot. Boyd is listed behind Arline 
with redshirt freshman Braelon Davis, a mem- 
ber of Baylor's 2004 NCAA national champion 
4x400-meter relay team and the son of former 
Baylor standout Bruce Davis, third. 

"C.J, Wilson, Nick Fellows, Kyle Seals, 
Brannan Moton, Braelon Davis, they all looked 
good in the spring," Morriss said. "Davis is 
going to be a player. That kid can flat run, and 
being out for track has helped him. 

"Qur safeties and corners are the strongest 
positions we have on defense," he added. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 


Arguably the 2003 team's strength under the 
direction of special teams coordinator Mark 
Nelson, Baylor returns its starting place-kicker 
in senior Kenny Webb and its top punter in 
sophornore Ray Guy Award and All-America 
candidate Daniel Sepulveda. In addition, 
Andrews returns after setting school single- 
season records for total kick returns (59) and 
kick return yardage (875), and several of the 
Bears’ fleet-footed defensive backs should bol- 
ster the Bears’ kick return and coverage units. 

Webb was the Bears' leading scorer a year 
ago with 45 points, connecting on all 24 PAT 
attempts and 7-of-13 field goals. A fifth-year 
senior, he has made 26-of-26 career PATS. 

Despite not having any previous punting 
experience, Sepulveda averaged 43.1 yards per 
kick en route to first-team All-Big 12 honors 
from College Football News and second-team 
recognition from the Big 12 coaches. His 43.1 
yard average is second among returning Big 12 
punters and 18th among returning 2003 NCAA 
leaders. A BU one-year record 26 of 
Sepulveda's 87 punts went 50 yards or farther 
and he averaged 43.0 yards or better eight 
times. 

"Daniel has a major-league leg," Morriss 
said. "He's more of a value to us as a punter 
than he would be at linebacker.” 

Not only did the Bears show improvement in 
the kicking game, put their kick off and punt 
return units were also better. Baylor’s kick off 
return average increased from 16.3 yards in 
2002 to 22.9 yards last, while its punt return 
mark grew to 8.1 yards from its 2002 average 
of 8.0. 

Sophomore Ryan Havens will likely handle 
kickoffs for the second straight year and 
Jeremy Parker, BU's punter in 2002, will back- 
up Sepulveda. 


PRESEASON NOTES 


TOUGH SCHEDULE AWAITS BEARS 


After playing seven of 12 games a year ago against teams that earned 
bowl invitations, the 2004 Baylor football team will again tackle seven 
bowl opponents, six of which must be faced in Big 12 play. 

The Bears' 2004 foes fashioned a combined record of 81-59 (.579) a year 
ago and seven earned bowl bids: North Texas 
(Holiday), 


BRADLEY NAMED DEFENSIVE COORDINATOR 


Bill Bradley, a 21-year college and professional football coaching vet- 
eran who has been a member of staffs which have guided 15 teams to 
winning records, was named Baylor's new defensive coordinator on 
March 1, replacing John Goodner, who retired from coaching. Despite 
the change in coordinators, the Bears will continue to play a 4-2 defense 
in 2004. 

Bradley joins coach Guy Morriss’ staff from the NFL's New York Jets, 
where he spent the past three years (2001-03) as the team's defensive 
backs coach. Prior to working for the Jets, he served in the same capac- 
ity with the Buffalo Bills from 1998 to 2000. Before moving into the NFL, 
he worked in the CFL, USFL and at the University of Texas. 

An outstanding NFL player, Bradley was selected in the third round of 
the 1969 NFL Draft by the Philadelphia Eagles and went on to earn three 
All-Pro awards (1971-73) as a free safety. 

Morriss’ other eight assistants all made the move to Waco with him 
from Kentucky in December 2002 and are on the 2004 staff. 


BAYLOR COACHING STAFF 
BOASTS 186 YEARS OF EXPERIENCE 


The 2004 Baylor football coaching staff boasts a combined 186 years of 
coaching experience in the professional, collegiate and high school ranks. 
Seven members of this year's Baylor staff have worked for Guy Morriss 
since he first became a Division I-A head coach in 2001 at Kentucky. 

Not only is the Baylor staff steeped in sideline experience, but it fea- 
tures three men, Morriss (one), Bill Bradley (three) and receivers coach 
Harold Jackson (five), who combined to earn nine NFL All-Pro awards 
between them. Two others, Mark Nelson and Brent Pease, also enjoyed 
professional football playing careers, 


BEARS’ OFFENSIVE LINE IS EXPERIENCED 


While Baylor searches for a starter at quarterback, the Bears’ offensive 
line returns four of five starters from a 2003 group that helped Rashad 
Armstrong become the school’s first 1,000-yard rusher since 1995. 

The O-line will be anchored by senior left tackle Quintin Outland, 
who has started 26 consecutive games for the Bears at that position. 
Other returning starters include junior left guard Glen Oskin, junior 
right guard Lequalan McDonald and sophomore right tackle Nick Pace, 
a 12-game starter as a true freshman a year ago. Pace underwent off- 
season back surgery, but is expected to be near full-speed when fall 
camp begins. 

The help wanted Sign is out at center, though, where the Bears lost 
36-game starter and 2003 team captain Cedric Fields to graduation. 


SPECIAL SPECIAL TEAMS 


The strongest facet of Baylor's 2003 team was the play of its special 
teams, which produced four scores on the season. The Bears' special 
team units provided two kickoff return touchdowns and a pair of blocked 
kicks returned for points (one for a safety and one for a touchdown). 

Sophomore Daniel Sepulveda, who had never punted prior to the 
2003 season, ranked third in the Big 12 and 23rd nationally (fifth among 
freshman punters) with his 43.1 yard average. The 2004 Ray Guy Award 
and All-America candidate's average ranks second among returning Big 
12 punters and 18th among returning NCAA leaders. 
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In addition, junior cornerback Willie Andrews returns to solidify the | 
Bears’ return game. Не ranked fcurth in the Big 12 and 29th nationally | 
in kickoff returns with his 24.6: average, and his 8.0 mark on punt 
returns was good for 10th in the Big 12 and 71st nationally. : 

Baylor averaged 22.9 yards per kickoff return in 2003, its highest | 
average since a school-record 24.7 mark in 1995, and its 1,212 yards was №, 
a school record. 


BAYLOR AGAIN RANKS HIGH 
IN FOOTBALL GRADUATION RATES 


According to the most-recent NCAA Graduation Report, the Baylor 
football program’s 75 percent graduation rate again led the Big 12 
Conference, marking the second consecutive year and the fourth time | 
in the league’s eight-year history that the program posted the league’s "s 
best rate. BU also recorded the Big 12's top graduation rate for football 
student-athletes in 2002, 2000 and 1998. |

football program has averaged a g ‘aduation rate of nearly 65 percent. ' 
Over the last six seasons, however, more than 73 percent of the Bears [— 
have left with degree in hand. 

Overall, Baylor owns a 72 percent rate for its student-athletes 
according to the most-recent NCAZ's figures, which places it fourth in 
the Big 12 Conference. BU has led the Big 12 in overall student-athlete 
graduation rates four times and finished second on three Occasions.

When Baylor introduced its 24th head football coach, the University 
selected an individual with strong Texas ties, successful playing and 
coaching experiences at the game’s highest levels and the respect of the 
state's former players and high schoo. coaches. 

On Dec. 11, 2002, Baylor welcomec Guy Morriss as its new head foot- 
ball coach and he immediately began the daunting challenge of rebuild- 
ing the Bears' gridiron fortunes. 

"The opportunity to return home to Texas and to do so at a great 
institution like Baylor were the primary factors in my decision to take 
this job,” Morriss said upon his hiring. "I know there is a lot of work 
ahead and the challenges are great, but | have confidence that we can 
help Baylor win again. Football is so iinportant to the state of Texas and 


| to people who love Baylor; those ari: two pretty good ingredients for 
| success." 


Morriss’ resume includes 15 years of experience as a coach at the 


| high school, collegiate and professional levels. He spent 18 years in 


the National Football League, whe'e he was an All-Pro performer, 
played in two Super Bowls and coaclied for three seasons. A Colorado 
City, Texas, native and two-time All-»outhwest Conference lineman at 
TCU, Morriss is certainly no stranger to the Lone Star state's football 
landscape. 

Known for his no-nonsense approach and his aggressive recruiting, 


Л Morriss’ Bears finished 3-9 in his rockie season. However, there were 
enough moments of youthful brillian:e along the way to give Baylor’s 
| tradition-rich program hope for the fiiture.

Armstrong and its quarterbacks completed a school-record 56.7 per- 
cent of their passes, while the Bears' special team units recorded four 
scores on the year. 

Five Bears earned 2003 all-conference honors and three players par- 
ticipated in season-ending All-Star games, as did Morriss, who served as 
the head offensive coach for the Gray squad in the 2003 Blue-Gray All- 
Star Classic. He was joined on the Gray's sideline by Baylor offensive 
coordinator and quarterbacks coach Brent Pease and Bears' center 
Cedric Fields. 

In addition to the program's improvement on the field, it also made 
strides in the classroom. The team's grade-point average rose from a 
2.38 in the 2003 spring semester to a 2.46 in the fall and 43 of Morriss' 
players were named to the fall 2003 Big 12 Commissioner's Honor Roll 
for achieving a 3.00 mark or better during the semester. The spring 2004 
Big 12 Commissioner's Honor Roll included 40 Baylor football players and 
the squad's GPA was a solid 2.45. 

Off the field, BU players continued to give back to the community by 
making numerous appearances at local schools and participating in sev- 
eral service projects throughout the area. 

Morriss arrived in Waco from Lexington, Ky., where he spent the pre- 
vious six seasons helping resurrect the Kentucky football program, the 
last two as head coach. 

At Kentucky, Morriss and his accomplished staff were credited with 
rebuilding Kentucky's relationships with high school coaches, as well 
as earning the respect of his players with a fair, no-nonsense 
approach. He beefed up the team's off-season conditioning by insti- 
tuting stringent 6 a.m. workouts, designed to toughen it physically and 
mentally. 

In 2001, Morriss took over a Wildcat program in disarray. With NCAA 
probation loorning in the schooUs irnmediate future, Morriss was intro- 
duced as Kentucky's head coach on Feb. 6, 2001, the day before nation- 
al signing day, and began to stabilize the program. 

Despite the inherent obstacles, Morriss confidently rallied the Wildcat 
players and staff. In his first season as a head coach, he guided UK to a 
2-9 record in 2001, which included three losses by four points or fewer 
to Southeastern Conference opponents.

A season highlight included a 56-30 win at Vanderbilt that resulted in 
National Player of the Week honors for Wildcat quarterback Jared 
Lorenzen, who threw for 453 yards and six scores against the 
Commodores. 

In the second half of the 2001 season, Kentucky led the SEC in pass- 
ing offense (376 yards per game) and ranked third in total offense (456.2 
per game) while scoring an average of 29.8 points. 

Year two saw the fruits of Morriss’ leadership become quickly evi- 
dent. The 2002 Wildcats turned some heads with a 7-5 record, includ- 
ing wins over Mississippi State, eventual SEC West Division champion 
Arkansas and 17th-ranked Louisville. The seven-win season in 2002 was 
only the fifth since 1955 for Kentucky, which received votes in the 
Associated Press Top 25 poll. UK's defeats included a four-point setback 
vs. South Carolina, a seven-point loss at then-No. 7 Florida and an 
unbelievable three-point defeat on the game's final play against then- 
No. 17 LSU. 

In Morriss' two seasons as Kentucky's head coach, 10 Wildcats 
earned АЦ-5ЕС recognition, three were named All-American and 43 
garnered academic All-SEC honors. In addition, three players were 
selected in the NFL Draft, including Dewayne Robertson, a 2003 first-

Recognized as an outstanding teaclier of line play, Morriss began his 
coaching career as an offensive line as! istant coach with the New England 
Patriots from 1988 to 1989 under head coach and NFL Hall of Famer 
Raymond Berry. He was the offensive coordinator at Mansfield (Texas) 
High School in 1991. Morriss was then selected as the head coach of the 
Washington Marauders of the Professio al Spring Football League in 1992, 
but the league ceased operations prio! to the start of the season. 

From 1992 to 1993, he coached th» offensive line at Valdosta State 
(Ga.) University before returning to the NFL in 1994 as a member of 
Buddy Ryan's Arizona Cardinals staff. Morriss then spent the 1995 cam- 
paign with the Canadian Football Lez gue's San Antonio 
Texans, where he worked with current Baylor assistant 
coaches Bill Bradley and Mark Nelson. That year, San 
Antonio was second in the CFL in joints scored and 
advanced to the semifinals of the Grey Cup playoffs.

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Bowl, the Coaches’ All-America Game and the College All-Star Game. 
A three-year letterwinner for the Horned Frogs, Morriss was a two- 
time All-SWC performer and started 28 games in his collegiate career. 
He captained the team in his final year and was inducted into the 
school’s athletic Hall of Fame in 1997. 

A 1973 TCU graduate (seconclary education), Morriss was a second- 
round draft pick of the Philadelphia Eagles who went on to play 11 sea- 
sons at center for the franchise. He helped the Eagles to four consecu- 
tive playoff berths (1978-82) under legendary coach Dick Vermeil, 
including NFC East crowns in 1979 and 1980, and was a starter on the 
organization’s 1980 NFC championship team that played in Super Bowl 
XV. Morriss, an Eagles’ team captain for five seasons, was selected to 
the 1981 All-Pro team. 

From 1984 to 1987, Morriss played for the New England Patriots, help- 
ing Berry’s team to playoff appearances in 1985 and 1986. He was a 
member of the 1985 AFC champion New England squad and played in 
Super Bowl XX. 

When the 2004 Super Bowl was played in Houston, The Dallas Morning 
News named Morriss to its All-Texas High School Super Bowl Team. He is 
one of only two active NCAA Division I-A coaches (his Eagle teammate, 
current North Carolina head coach John Bunting, is the other) to have 
played in the Super Bowl. 

Morriss and his wife Jackie are the parents of five daughters: Colleen, 
Melanie, Kerry, Savannah Rae anid Austin Leigh.

“It was an opportunity to come home and be closer to my family. I'm 
a guy that likes competition. Obviously, Baylor is in one of the toughest 
conferences in America; it is very competitive. а say the Big 12 and the 
SEC are the two best conferences in America. There may be one con- 
ference better, and that's the NFL.

Gerald Carr, a 23-year veteran of !he coaching profession, serves as 
Baylor’s assistant head coach and tutor: the Bear running backs. As Baylor’s 
assistant head coach, Carr acts on bet alf of coach Guy Morriss when the 


“| head coach is unavailable and helps with other duties as needed. 


He has worked at nearly every leve of his profession, including terms 
on both the high school and collegiate levels, as well as National 
Football League and Arena Football Li:ague coaching experiences. 

His first season at Baylor saw running back Rashad Armstrong earn 
third-team All-Big 12 honors from the league's coaches and become the 
school's first 1,000-yard rusher since 1995 (and just the sixth all-time). 
Arrnstrong rushed for 1,074 yards, tie fifth-best one-season mark in 
school history. Carr also directed a 20(3 BU ground attack that increased 
its productivity by nearly seven yards ег game over its 2002 output and 


| recorded its highest per-game averag 2 since the 1998 campaign. 


| Hired as Kentucky’s running backs coach in February 2002, Carr was pro- 

+ moted to assistant head coach two months later. During his lone season in 

Lexington, he mentored the Southeastern Conference's leading rusher, 

Artose Pinner, a consensus first-team al -league performer who also earned 

^| Associated Press SEC Offensive Player of the Year honors. Pinner was 
| selected in the fourth round of the 20( 3 NFL Draft by the Detroit Lions. 


NT COACHES 


Prior to his Kentucky stint, Carr spent the 2001 campaign at Indiana 
University, where he was the Hoosiers' quarterbacks coach and passing 
game coordinator. Under his tutelage, IU quarterback Antwaan Randle 
El earned first-team All-America and Big Ten Most Valuable Player hon- 
ors. Randle El became the first player in NCAA history to have 40 rush- 
ing touchdowns and 40 passing touchdowns in a career and also the only 
player in NCAA history to pass for more than 6,000 yards and rush for 
more than 3,000 yards in a career. Randle El, who rushed for more yards 
than any quarterback in NCAA history and ranks fifth all-time in total 
offense with 11,364 yards, finished sixth in the 2001 Heisman Trophy 
voting and was a second-round selection of the NFL’s Pittsburgh 
Steelers. 

Carr has been an offensive assistant for all but one season of his col- 
legiate coaching career, working at Davidson, Akron, Washington State, 
Arizona, North Carolina, Wake Forest, Indiana, Kentucky and now 
Baylor. He gained his first bowl experience with North Carolina, helping 
coach Mack Brown’s Tar Heels to the Peach, Gator, and Sun bowls and 
some 27 victories during his three seasons (1992-94) with the program. 
He also helped Wake Forest to a victory in the 1999 Aloha Bowl. 

He entered the professional ranks as wide receivers coach for the 
NFL's Philadelphia Eagles from 1995-98. The Eagles advanced to the 
playoffs following the 1995 and 1996 regular seasons. In 1996, Pro Bowl 
wideout Irving Fryar set the Eagles' single-season record for receptions 
with 88. 

Carr spent the 2000 season with the Carolina Cobras of the Arena 
Football League, working as the team's offensive coordinator and quar- 
terbacks/wide receivers coach. 

A native of Davidson, N.C., Carr played quarterback at Southern 
Illinois and was a Saluki letterwinner from 1978-80 before earning his 
bachelor's degree (administrative sciences) from SIU in 1981. He and his 
wife, Vanessa, have two daughters: Ashonti and Miteya.

Bill Bradley, who has been a member of coaching staffs which have 
guided 15 teams to winning records in his 21 seasons on the sidelines, 
was named Baylor's defensive coordinator on March 1, 2004. 

Bradley joined Guy Morriss' BRE from the National Football 
League's New York Jets, where he had spent three years (2001-03) as 
the team's defensive backs coach. The Jets ranked among the NFL's top 
10 in pass defense during the 2003 campaign, advanced to the playoffs 
twice (2001 and 2002) and captured the 2002 AFC East title during his 
tenure on coach Herman Edwards’ staff. 

Prior to working for the Jets, Bradley served in the same capacity with 
the Buffalo Bills from 1998 to 2000. Buffalo led the AFC in pass defense dur- 
ing the 1999 season and ranked second in 2000. The Bills, who advanced to 
the AFC playoffs in both 1998 and 1999, led the NFL in total defense in 
1999, and ranked third in that category in 1998 and sixth in 2000. 

Before moving into the NFL, Bradley served as the defensive coordina- 
tor for the Canadian Football League's Toronto Argonauts in 1996 and 
1997, helping the team to Grey Cup victories both years. He also served 
as the defensive coordinator and secondary coach for the CFL’s San 
Antonio Texans (1995) and the Sacramento Gold Miners (1994), worked as 
the defensive backs coach of the World League's San Antonio Riders (1991- 
92) and spent three years with the CFL’s Calgary Stampeders (1988-90). 

Bradley broke into the coaching ranks with the USFL’s San Antonio 
Gunslingers in 1983 as the team's defensive backs coach and personnel 
assistant, then spent the 1984 campaign as the club's secondary coach. 
He then moved on to serve as secondary coach of the USFL’s Memphis 
Showboats (1985) and spent a year coaching at the University of Texas 
(1987) before moving into the CFL in 1988. 

An outstanding NFL player, Bradley was selected in the third round of 
the 1969 NFL Draft by the Philadelphia Eagles and went on to earn three 
All-Pro awards (1971-73) as a free safety for the franchise. In addition, 
he served as the Eagles’ punter and kick returner. Bradley led the NFL 
in interceptions in both 1971 (11) and 1972 (nine) and in the process 
became the first player ever to lead the league in interceptions in con- 
secutive seasons, a feat that has been matched just once since then. 

One of Morriss’ teammates in Philadelphia from 1973 to 1976, Bradley 
still holds Eagle team records for career interception return yardage 
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(536) and club single-season mart s for interceptions and return yard 
(11 for 249 in 1971), as well as st aring the team's all-time interception 
record with Eric Allen (34). He p ayed in 114 NFL games, spending the [= 
1969-76 seasons with the Eagles and the 1977 campaign with both the |) 
Vikings and Cardinals. 
A native of Palestine, Texas, Eiradley was a high school All-America 


quarterback who led his team to the 1965 state title and went on to a | 


standout college career as a quarterback and defensive back at 
University of Texas from 1966 tc 1968. He served as a tri-captain of || 
coach Darrell Royals 1968 Longhorn team which finished the season 9- 
1-1, tied for the Southwest Conference championship, was ranked third 2 
in the final Associated Press poll and fifth in the season-ending United |) 
Press International poll, and beat Tennessee 36-13 in the Cotton Bowl. 

Bradley recorded a UT single-game record four interceptions in the L 
Longhorns' 35-14 win over Texas A&M as a senior, a record that still 
stands today and a mark that i: the best-ever by a SWC performer. 
Following his collegiate career, Fe played in the 1969 Hula Bowl, the 
Coaches All-America Game and the College All-Star Game. Braclley 
earned UT’s 1968 D.H. Byrd Leadership Award. 

A member of the Texas High School, University of Texas and 
Philadelphia Eagles Hall of Fames, Bradley and his wife, Susan, have two 
children, Matthew and Carissa. Matthew is a senior at Smithson Valley 
High School, where he is the quar:erback of the school’s football team.

Nelson's special teams units were ‘he strength of the 2003 Bears, pro- 
ducing three touchdown returns in the kicking game, a blocked kick 
recovered for a safety and the Big 12's third-best punter in redshirt 
freshman Daniel Sepulveda, who everaged 43.1 yards per kick. BU 
return specialist Robert Quiroga, wt o returned two kickoffs for touch- 


| |] downs in 2003, and Sepulveda each garnered All-Big 12 honors for their 


outstanding performances. 

Prior to his arrival in Waco, Nelson made his mark on the Southeastern 
| Conference in two seasons as Kentucky's special teams coach. Two 
| Wildcats — punter Glenn Pakulak antl kick returner Derek Abney — were 

| named first-team All-SEC both years under Nelson. In 2002, Abney also 
| earned first-team All-America honor:; after setting an NCAA record with 
six kick returns for touchdowns (fcur punts and two kickoffs), while 
Pakulak won the Mosi Tatupu Award es the National Special Teams Player 
of the Year and also garnered All-Arr erica status. 

The 2002 Wildcats also led the SEC in net punting (40.1) and punt 

return average (15.6) and were second in kickoff return average (23.6). 
| In addition to his special teams du'ies, Nelson coached the Wildcats’ 
| tight ends in 2001 and the defensive ends in 2002. 
1 He worked in the Canadian Football League from 1992-96. Nelson was 
with the Edmonton Eskimos from 1922-94 as special teams coordinator; 
linebackers coach (1992) and runnin} backs coach (1993-94). Edmonton 
won the 1993 Grey Cup and Nelson v'as named CFL Special Teams Coach 
of the Year for his efforts. 


ISTANT COACHES 


Nelson became acquainted with Guy Morriss when they first coached 
together with the CFL’s San Antonio Texans in 1995. Nelson was the line- 
backers coach and San Antonio was a conference finalist. He won anoth- 
er Grey Cup in 1996 as defensive line coach for the Toronto Argonauts, 
where he worked with first-year Baylor defensive coordinator Bill 
Bradley. 

After leaving the CFL, Nelson was defensive coordinator and assistant 
head coach for three seasons at Valdosta State (Ga.) University. His 
defensive units were consistently ranked at or near the top of the Gulf 
South Conference. 

Nelson spent the 2000 season as Arkansas Tech’s defensive coordina- 
tor and defensive backs coach. Tech went 7-3, including a win over Delta 
State, the only loss suffered by the eventual NCAA Division II national 
champion. 

Anative of Edmonton, Alberta, Nelson was an NAIA All-American dur- 
ing his collegiate playing career at East Central Oklahoma State 
University. He received his bachelor’s degree from East Central 
Oklahoma in 1980, and earned a master’s degree from Pittsburg State in 
1988. Nelson played seven seasons in the CFL as a linebacker and full- 
back with Calgary (1980-85) and Saskatchewan (1986). 

He began his coaching career in 1986 at Choctaw High School in 
Edmond, Okla., then entered the junior college ranks at Independence 
(Kan.) Community College, where he was an assistant coach from 1987- 
89, before being promoted to head coach for the 1990 and 1991 seasons. 
ICC played in the 1987 Dixie Rotary Bowl. He left ICC in 1992 for the 
CFL and Edmonton. 

Nelson and his wife, Lori, have three children, sons Kyle and Kolton, 
and daughter Kayli.

Brent Pease, a former National Football League quarterback, assistant 
coach for a NCAA Division I-AA national championship team and coach of 
the I-AA Player of the Year, begins his second season as Baylor’s offensive 
coordinator and quarterbacks coach after working іп the same position 
on coach Guy Morriss’ Kentucky staff. 

Under Pease’s guidance, the 2003 Baylor offense produced the pro- 
gram’s first 1,000-yard rusher since, 1995 (and just the sixth ever) in 
running back Rashad Armstrong, who earned All-Big 12 honors after rush- 
ing for 1,074 yards. The Bears' signal callers, meanwhile, combined to 
complete a school single-season record 56.7 percent of their passes on 
the season. Following the season, Pease served as Morriss' offensive 
assistant coach in the annual Blue-Gray All-Star Classic. 

At Kentucky, Pease tutored second-team All-Southeastern Conference 
quarterback Jared Lorenzen, who led a Wildcat offense that averaged a 
league-leading 32.1 points a game in 2002. Another of the Wildcats' 
offensive threats during Pease's tenure was the SEC's leading rusher, 
Artose Pinner, who earned first-team all-conference and league 
Offensive Player of the Year honors. Pinner was selected in the fourth 
round of the 2003 NFL Draft by the Detroit Lions. 

Pease was the assistant head coach, offensive coordinator and quar- 
terback coach at Northern Arizona University for two seasons, helping 
the Lumberjacks advance to the 1999 NCAA Division I-AA playoffs. He 
coached quarterback Travis Brown, who was MVP of the 1999 Blue-Gray 
Game. During the 2000 season, NAU running back Marcus King rushed for 
1,474 yards and 13 touchdowns. 

Pease coached at his alma mater, the University of Montana, from 
1991-98. He was the offensive coordinator the last three seasons and

also coached the quarterbacks (1994-98), running backs (1991-98) and 
wide receivers (1991-94). 


With generous assistance froni Pease's play-calling ability, Montana liz 


was a fixture in the NCAA Division I-AA playoffs each of his last six sea- 
sons. The Grizzlies won the 1995 national I-AA championship, finished as |j 
runner-up in 1996 and were sen i-finalists in 1994. Montana rolled up 
185 points, 46.3 per game, in tte four playoff games en route to the 
1995 title. Pease's offensive unit generated 191 points, 47.8 per game, 
in the 1996 playoff series. 

Pease's quarterback in 1995, David Dickenson, won the Walter Payton 
Award as the Division I-AA Natiorial Player of the Year and was the Big 
Sky Conference’s MVP from 1993-5. Dickenson's successor, Brian Ah Yat, 
was a three-year Walter Payton Award finalist and played in the Hula 
Bowl. Montana quarterbacks wor, the league's Offensive Player of the 
Year award five times in Pease’s eight seasons at the school. He also 
coached two All-America wide ге :eivers. 

Pease is an alumnus of Montanit, receiving his bachelor’s degree from 


the school in 1990. After two seasons at Walla Walla (Wash.) Community | C 


College, he played quarterback tor the Grizzlies in 1985-86. Pease led 
the nation in total offense in 1985 and set nine school records. 

After college, Pease was draft»d by the NFL’s Minnesota Vikings and 
played two years for the Houston (Oilers (1987-88), where one of his team- 
mates was former Baylor standout quarterback Cody Carlson. He also has 
playing experience in the Canadia л Football League, the World League of 
American Football and the Arena Football League. In 1991, he was the 
first player. selected in the inaugu ‘al WLAF draft by the Birmingham Fire.

Tom Adams enters his second seascn on the Baylor staff, and his first 
coaching the entire Bears’ defensive line. Adams, who spent six seasons 
at Kentucky before returning to the Lone Star state with Guy Morriss, 
| coached BU’s defensive tackles in 20013. 

i His first season at Baylor saw the B2ars recorded 29 sacks, their high- 
est one-year total since 1994, and the sixth-best mark in school history. 
BU's 2003 sack total also ranked sixt among all Big 12 programs. 

Adams' final season at Kentucky produced All-Southeastern 
Conference tackle Dewayne Robertson, who was taken as the fourth 
overall selection in the 2003 National Football League Draft by the New 
York Jets. Robertson was the first UK Jefender chosen in the NFL Draft's 
first round in some 25 years. 

With injuries striking UK's defensive tackles in 2001, Adams brought 
out the best in senior Derrick Johnsen. Seldom-used prior to the 2001 
| campaign, Johnson proved to be a riliable performer and signed with 
| the Cincinnati Bengals as a free-agent. 


ASSISTANT COACHES 


Handling the entire defensive line prior to the 2000 season, Adams' 
1999 D-line increased its production across the board over the 1998 
campaign. The Wildcat lineman totaled 183 tackles, 22 tackles for loss 
and 18 quarterback sacks. The Kentucky line helped limit opponents to 
148.5 rushing yards per game, the best mark for a UK defense since 
1987. End Dennis Johnson led the way with 39 tackles and five sacks and 
was chosen second-team All-SEC. 

The play of Adams' 1998 defensive line helped the Wildcats total 88 
tackles behind the line of scrimmage, most for a UK team in statistics 
available since 1985. UK’s 29 quarterback sacks ranked third in the 
Southeastern Conference. Dennis Johnson was named second-team 
Freshman All-America by The Sporting News. 

He coached Kentucky’s defensive ends in 1997. Under Adams’ guid- 
ance, Bamidele Ali ranked third in the SEC in quarterback sacks with 
seven, even though Ali was in his first season as a defensive lineman. 
Adams’ ends notched 17 of UK's 21 sacks. 

Adams went to Kentucky from Southern Methodist University. While at 
SMU, Adams coached the defensive line for three years, and the defen- 
sive tackles one year, including 1993 All-Southwest Conference per- 
formers Chad Patton and Adam Voyles. 

From 1985-92, Adams guided the defensive line at Sam Houston 
State. In his final season at SHSU, Adams’ defensive line helped set a 
single-season school record with 47 quarterback sacks. In 1991, the 
Bearkats won the Southland Conference title and made the NCAA I-AA 
playoffs. He coached seven all-conference players and one All- 
American at SHSU. 

The El Paso, Texas, native broke into the coaching ranks on a full-time 
basis at Wharton County (Texas) Junior College, where he led the offen- 
sive and defensive lines from 1982-1984. 

Adams played his college football at Rice, where he was twice (1979 
and 1980) named the team's Most Valuable Defensive Lineman and 
served as a team captain during his senior season. He spent the 1981 
campaign as a student assistant coach with the Owls’ defensive line and 
completed his bachelor's degree, with a double major in psychology and 
physical education, in 1982. 

Adams and his wife, Rita, have two daughters, Brandi and Beth, a son, 
Branch, and two grandchildren, Olivia and Cali.

Texas native and veteran defensive coach Larry Hoefer enters his sec- 
orid season as Baylor’s safeties coach and his 30th year in the coaching 
profession. 

In his first year with the Bears, Hoefer coached the Bears’ leading 
tackler in Maurice Lane, who tallied 129 stops from his free safety spot 
еп route to honorable mention All-Big 12 honors, and 2004 Las Vegas 
Classic invitee Derrick Cash, the team’s fourth-leading tackler as an out- 
side safety. Another of his players, outside safety Willie Andrews, led 
the team in interceptions and was third on the squad in tackles. 

Hoefer spent two seasons as safeties coach on Guy Morriss’ Kentucky 
staff before making the move to Waco. He went to UK from Texas-El 
Paso, where he was defensive coordinator and linebackers coach for the 
2000 season. The Miners posted an 8-3 regular season record, were co- 
champions of the Western Athletic Conference and played in the 
Humanitarian Bowl. The bowl game narked Hoefer's sixth as a coach, in 
addition to four at Texas Tech and one (1988) during his previous stop at 
UTEP.

Tech was bowl-eligi- 
ble every season and played in the Cotton, Copper, Alamo and | 
Independence bowls during Hoefer’s tenure. Among his pupils were 
Marcus Coleman, a first-team All-American in 1995 who plays for the | Z 
Houston Texans, and Ty Ardoin, viho went on to play for the New York | 
Giants. Hoefer also coached All-l/ig 12 picks Robert Johnson and Jody 
Brown. The Red Raiders ranked first in the nation for takeaways over a 
five-year period from 1993-97. 

Hoefer had multiple responsib lities as an assistant at Missouri from | 
1989-93, working his way up froni receivers coach to defensive coordi- jj 
nator and assistant head coach. His first term at UTEP, from 1982-88, was | 
capped by a 10-win season and a »erth in the 1988 Independence Bowl. 

A native of Abilene, Texas, Hoe 'er stayed in his hometown and played 
defensive back at McMurry University, graduating in 1973. He was team 
captain and earned the squad's N VP honor. 

Hoefer's first coaching stop wes at Tarleton State from 1974-75 as a 
graduate assistant working with the defensive backs. He went on to 
coach at Big Spring (Texas) High S :hool in 1976 and Abilene (Texas) High 
from 1977-80. Hoefer coached at West Texas State in 1981 before join- 
ing the UTEP staff for the first tiine.

Harold Jackson, a five-time All Pro wide receiver and 10-year 
| National Football League coaching veteran, is in his second season as 
Baylor's wide receivers coach. 

| In his first year on the BU sideline, Jackson coached All-Big 12 per- 
| former Robert Quiroga, who snagged a team-high 42 receptions for 490 
yards and four scores, and averaged 331.4 yards on 14 kickoff returns. 

Jackson came to Baylor after spending two seasons as Guy Morriss’ 
receivers coach at Kentucky. In his first year at UK, wideout Derek Abney 
became a first-team All-Southeasterr Conference performer, a feat he 
repeated in 2002 when he also earned first-team All-America honors. 
Jackson also oversaw the development of Aaron Boone and Tommy Cook, 
who blossomed as reliable contributars during the 2001 campaign. 

He coached receivers for 10 years i1 the NFL with New England (1985- 
89), Tampa Bay (1992-93), and New Orleans (1997-99). In his first NFL 
season as a coach, the Patriots won thie AFC championship and played in 
the 1986 Super Bowl. It was at Nev’ England where Jackson became 
acquainted with Morriss, who played for the Patriots from 1984-87 and 
was an assistant coach in 1988-89. 

From New England, Jackson served as an assistant coach at North 


| Carolina Central University in Durham, N.C., during the 1990 season. In 


1991, he was the offensive coordinator for the New Orleans Night of the 
Arena Football League before returning to the NFL at Tampa Bay. 


Following his two-year coaching stint with Tampa Bay, Jackson spent 
the 1994 season as the head coach at Virginia Union College in 
Richmond, Va. He then served as head coach for two seasons (1995-96) 
at Benedict College in Columbia, S.C., where he helped revive a foot- 
ball program that had been defunct for 29 years, before joining the 
Saints' staff. 

Jackson enjoyed a sterling 16-year NFL playing career with the Los 
Angeles Rams (1968, 1973-77), Philadelphia Eagles (1969-72), New 
England Patriots (1978-81), Minnesota Vikings (1982), and Seattle 
Seahawks (1983). While with the Eagles, one of his teammates was first- 
year Baylor defensive coordinator Bill Bradley. All-told, Jackson played 
on eight playoff teams as a pro. | 

His career totals include 579 receptions for 10,372 yards and 76 
touchdowns. Jackson had 29 career 100-yard games and three 1,000- 
yard seasons. He ranks 15th in league history in receiving yardage. 
Jackson led the NFL in receptions in 1972 and in receiving yardage in 
both 1969 and 1972. 

A native of Hattiesburg, Miss., Jackson played his collegiate football 
at Jackson State University and is a member of both the Mississippi and 
JSU Sports Hall of Fames. A 1968 JSU graduate, his hometown of 
Hattiesburg held Harold Jackson Day and presented him with a key to 
the city. Over the years, he has been active as a speaker for the 
Fellowship of Christian Athletes and the Hattiesburg Department of 
Recreation.

Noted for his enthusiasm and intensity on the practice field, offensive 
lire coach Chris Lancaster enters his second year of his third tour of 
duty with the Bears.

1,000-yard rusher since 1995 in Rashad Armstrong. The Bears' 2003 
ground attack ranked as the school's most productive since the 1998 
campaign.

Lancaster returned to Clemson in 1992 as a graduate assistant and | 
worked with the Tigers' tight ends. 

Following his second stint in Waco, Lancaster coached the offensive |` 
line for two seasons at both Sam Houston State (1997-98) and McNeese 
State (1999-2000). McNeese State: went to the 2000 Division I-AA play- 
offs and led the conference in both rushing and total offense. Lancaster 
protégé Wes Hines earned All-Ame rica honors and signed a contract with 
the Minnesota Vikings. 

While at Sam Houston State, in addition to guiding the offensive line, 
Lancaster was the running game coordinator in 1997 and the offensive 
coordinator in 1998. He coached Be arkat offensive lineman Greg Studdard, 
who played in the NFL with both Atlanta and the New York Giants. | 

In 2001, Lancaster began a two-year stay at Kentucky. After coaching | 
the defensive ends for Guy Morriss in 2001, he returned to overseeing 
the offensive line the following season. 

As UK's defensive ends coach, Lancaster mentored Dennis Johnson, |; 
named the "Best Defensive Player" in the Southeastern Conference by 
The Southeastern Post magazine. Johnson led the SEC in tackles for | 
loss, quarterback sacks and fumbles caused, in addition to setting a sin- 
gle-season school record for sacks. Johnson was selected by the Arizona 
Cardinals in the NFL Draft and Kentucky's other starting end, Chris 
Demaree, signed a free-agent cor tract with San Diego. 

In his final season with the Wildcats, Lancaster's offensive line, led by 
first-team All-SEC standout Antcnio Hall, provided the blocking for 
Artose Pinner to lead the SEC in rushing.

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COMPLIANCE GUIDELINES 


Baylor University is committed to absolute compliance with all NCAA 
and Big 12 Conference rules and regulations. Institutional control of ath- 
letics is a fundamental principle of NCAA legislation. It requires each 
institution to conduct its intercollegiate athletics programs in accor- 
dance with the rules and regulations of the NCAA. This responsibility 
includes ensuring that coaches, staff, and other groups representing the 
institution’s athletics interests comply with all applicable rules. 

As a result, it is important for prospects, fans, and alumni to have 
sorne understanding of the principles governing college athletics. Below 
are a few definitions and rules that apply to all athletic boosters. 


NCAA DEFINITIONS 


REPRESENTATIVE OF ATHLETICS INTERESTS (BOOSTER) 
A “representative of athletics interests” (booster) is any individual or 
group that has ever: 
» Been a member of an organization promoting Baylor athletics. 
» Contributed to the Athletics Department or its booster organiza- 
tions. 
» Assisted in evaluating or recruiting prospective student-athletes. 
» Provided benefits (e.g. employment) to prospective student-ath- 
letes, enrolled student-athletes or their family members. 
» Otherwise promoted the Baylor athletics program. 


Keep in mind that it is very easy to meet one or more of these crite- 
ria and once you become an athletics representative, you retain this 
status FOREVER! 


PROSPECTIVE STUDENT-ATHLETE 

A “prospect” is a high school student that has started classes for the 
ninth grade and also any junior college student. A student that has not 
started classes for the ninth grade becomes a prospect if the student 
receives any benefits that the institution does not provide to all 
prospective students in general. An individual remains a prospect until 
he or she starts classes at Baylor or reports for practice, whichever 
occurs first. 


STUDENT-ATHLETE 

А “student-athlete” is a student whose enrollment was solicited by an 
athletics staff member with the expectation that the student will par- 
ticipate in intercollegiate athletics. A student not solicited by an ath- 
letics staff member becomes a student-athlete when he or she joins an 
intercollegiate team or reports for practice. 


RECRUITING 

"Recruiting" is any solicitation of a prospect or the prospect’s family 
by an authorized institutional staff member for the purpose of securing 
the prospect's enrollment at Baylor and participation in athletics. 
Athletics representatives may not be involved in the recruitment of 
prospects except as outlined in the following section. 


CONTACT 

А "contact" is any face-to-face ericounter between a prospect or the 
prospect's parent or legal guardian and an institutional staff member or 
athletics representative during which any dialogue occurs. 


GUIDELINES AND REMINDERS FOR BOOSTERS 

» A booster may not contact a prospect, prospect's family, friends, 
coach or school administrator in an attempt to evaluate or recruit the 
prospect. 

» A booster may not expend funds to entertain or provide transporta- 
tion for a prospect or the prospect's family or friends. 

» A booster may not write, make phone calls, or otherwise communi- 
cate with a prospect or the prospect's family or friends for recruiting 
purposes. 

» Abooster may not contribute funds to a prospect's high school or club 
team as a form or recruiting inducement or if solicited to do so by a 
collegiate coach. 

• A booster may attend a prospect's athletic events without contacting 
the prospect or his/her family. 


• A booster may send recommendittion letters and newspaper clippings 
about a prospect in their area t> Baylor’s coaches. 

• A booster may continue a pre-existing relationship with a prospect and 
his/her family as long as the relationship pre-dated the prospect's 
recruitment or notoriety as an athlete and the nature of the rela- 


tionship is not enhanced after ‘heir notoriety as an athlete. Such a | 


relationship may not be for reciuiting purposes. 


• A booster may host a current student-athlete or an entire team in | ` 


their home for a meal, but only on an occasional basis. 
„ A booster may provide a job for ¿ student-athlete, but the job respon- 
sibilities must be legitimate anc the pay commensurate for the task. 


GUIDELINES FOR EXTRA BENEFITS 

An "extra benefit" is any special arrangement by an institutional 
employee or athletics representat ve to provide a prospect, a student- 
athlete or his or her family with ¿ benefit not expressly authorized by 
the NCAA. Boosters may not provide any special arrangement consid- 


ered to be an extra benefit. Exam iles of extra benefits include, but are E 


not limited to: 
• Gifts of money, awards or ott er tangible items. 
e Use of vehicles or payment of transportation costs incurred by 
prospect, prospect’s relatives or friends. 
e Free or reduced housing arraligements. 


• Promise of employment after graduation or employment of ! 


prospect's relatives or friend: 
* Special discounts or payment arrangernents.

No other 


expenses may be paid by Baylor. At certain times of the year, unofficial P 


visits are prohibited so please coordinate your visit with the coaching 
staff. 


OFFICIAL VISITS 

A prospect may only make a totiil of five official (paid) visits and only 
one official visit to Baylor. A prospect may not make an official visit until 
the first day of classes of their ser [ior year (January 1 of junior year for 
men's basketball prospects). All of ‘icial visits will be coordinated by the 
coaching staffs.

Since becoming the 12th president of Baylor University in 1995, Dr. 
Robert B. Sloan Jr. has underta«en monumental strides to ensure 
Baylor's continued success while upholding Baylor's traditions and her- 


Е itage. His dedicated Christian character and tireless efforts have 


increased the University’s prom nence and reputation around the 


1" world. 


Dr. Sloan’s guidance has facil'tated growth and promise for the 
University. His administration has guided the completion of several land- 
mark building projects such as t»e McLane Student Life Center, the 


| Sheila and Walter Umphrey Law Center, the Baugh-Reynolds Campus of 
| George W. Truett Theological Se ninary, the Harry and Anna Jeanes 


Discovery Center of the Sue and Frank Mayborn Museum Complex, the 
North Village Residential Commur ity, and the multidisciplinary Baylor 
Sciences Building. These cutting-edge facilities will give the University 
an unprecedented environment fo’ equipping students as leaders. 

With his leadership, the University also has embraced Baylor 2012 as 
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Vision was developed with input from faculty, staff, students, alumni 
and Regents and reflects Dr. Sloan’s desire to see Baylor become a lead- 
ing university while maintaining its distinctive Christian mission. Among 
other plans, the Vision calls for a student-faculty ratio of 13:1; recruit- 
ment and retention of world-class faculty and students; creation of an 
Honors College and a School of Communication; strengthening and 
expansion of the Graduate School; addition of 120 new classes per 
semester that focus on the “great texts;” construction of additional res- 
idential life facilities that will add 1,800 beds; and increasing the 
University’s endowment to $2 billion. 

Like Baylor University, Dr. Sloan's life mirrors a pursuit of faith and 
learning. He earned a BA from Baylor in 1970, an MDiv from Princeton 
Theological Seminary in 1973 and a Doktor der Theologie from the 
University of Basel, Switzerland, in 1978. Dr. Sloan, who has written two 
books and published more than 50 articles and book chapters, was the 
first dean of George W. Truett Theological Seminary (1993-1995), a pro- 
fessor in the Department of Religion (1983-present) and holds The 
George W. Truett Chair in Evangelism. He has served as pastor or inter- 
im pastor at more than 20 churches in Texas, Oklahoma, New Jersey and 
Gerrnany. 

Dr. Sloan, who chaired the Big 12 Conference Board of Directors frorn 
2000-2002, serves as spokesperson for a group of six major college ath- 
letic conference CEOs. He is a member of the Cooper Foundation Board 
and the Board of Trustees for the Baylor College of Medicine. He was 
inducted into the Little League Hall of Excellence in 1996 and was 
named a Baylor Distinguished Alumnus in 2000. 

Dr. Sloan and his wife, the former Sue Collier (BA '70) are members 
of Columbus Avenue Baptist Church of Waco and have seven children:

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lan McCaw assumed the leadership of Baylor's 17-sport, Big 12 inter- 
collegiate athletics program on Sept. 8, 2003. 

Baylor enjoyed one of its most cornprehensively successful years in 
2003-04 including winning the first NCAA team championship in school 
history along with three NCAA individual titles. The men's tennis team 
captured the NCAA team championship, while Benjamin Becker won the 
NCAA men's singles title, Jeremy Wariner won the NCAA indoor and out- 
door 400 meter title and the 4x400-meter relay team captured the NCAA 
indoor and outdoor championship. 

Baylor had 10 teams advance to 2003-04 NCAA postseason competi- 
tion including women's cross country, men's and women’s indoor and 
outdoor track and field, women's basketball, softball, men's and 
women's golf and men's tennis. An 11th Baylor program, women's ten- 
nis, had an individual participate in the national championships. 

In the final NACDA Cup rankings, Baylor finished 47th, and seven of its 
programs were ranked in the nation's top 25 at season's end. 

A five-year strategic plan for intercollegiate athletics was developed 
and implemented inclusive of department goals and objectives, Issues 
relating to the student-athlete experience, enhanced program compet- 
itiveness, equity, diversity, rules compliance, sporting conduct, external 
support, facility improvements and long-term financial stability were 
addressed. 

McCaw is Baylor's ninth athletic director and came to Baylor from the 
University of Massachusetts, where he spent the previous year as director 
of athletics. McCaw was responsible for a 23-sport program and helped 
develop and implement a five-year Strategic plan for UMass athletics. 

McCaw also oversaw a $2 million renovation of the men's and 
wornen's basketball and ice hockey locker room facilities at UMass. In 
McCaw's one season in Amherst, UMass captured Atlantic 10 champi- 
onships in men's soccer, men's swimming and softball. The Minuteman 
football team finished among the I-AA top 20, and the men's lacrosse 
and softball programs advanced to NCAA postseason play. 

During McCaw's tenure at UMass, the athletic program developed a 
new Massachusetts Minuteman identity system and branding initiative 
that received widespread regional and national support and recognition. 
The NCAA graduation rate for UMass student-athletes was 71 percent, 12 
points higher than that of the schools general student population. 

McCaw arrived UMass from Northeastern University, where he served 
as director of intercollegiate athletics and campus recreation from 
1997-2002. During his five years at Northeastern, the athletic depart- 
ment benefited from McCaw's reorganization and the recruitment of 
several new key members to the Huskies’ staff. A five-year strategic 
plan for Northeastern athletics inclusive of department goals and objec- 
tives was developed and implemented. Issues relating to enhanced pro- 
gram competitiveness, equity, diversity, compliance, sportsmanship, 
external support, the student-athlete experience, facility improve- 
ments and long-term financial stability were at the core. | 

Northeastern graduated 65 percent of its student-athletes during 
McCaw's final year at the Boston institution, 14 points higher than the 
institutional average. In addition, Northeastern student-athletes achieved 
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a mean GPA of 2.94 in the 2001-2002 acadernic year. Husky student-ath- |` 
letes also gave back to the community, as each team was required to par- |^ 
ticipate in at least one communit' service project annually. 

The success of the Northeastein athletic program on McCaw's watch 
extended beyond the classroom as the program captured a school- 
record six America East conferen:e titles in 2001-2002, and five teams |> 


finished among the nation's top 20. In all, nine different programs cap- | I 
tured at least one conference litle during McCaw’s tenure and five EG 


earned at least one NCAA bid. 

Northeastern's first-ever integr ated athletics annual giving campaign, | 
the Husky Athletics Fund, was ini:iated under McCaw’s leadership, and |” 
attracted nearly 1,000 donors in its initial year. A formal external affairs 
plan, which included corporate sponsorships, ticket sales, licensing, 
merchandising and the creation of a Case Award-winning athletics logo 
was also developed. From 1997-2022, the Northeastern athletic program 
saw total revenues in the areas «f corporate sponsorship, ticket sales 
and merchandising increase more than 100 percent. 

A $4 million renovation of Northeastern's Cabot Center, which included a 
refurbishment of the main gymnasium , an expanded speed, strength and condi- 
tioning center, a new sports medicine center, expanded and renovated locker 
rooms, was also completed under McC aw's direction. 

Recognized as a national leader in intercollegiate athletics, McCaw 
was the chairman of the 2002-2023 NCAA Division | men's ice hockey | 
committee. He also served on the Atlantic 10 Football, Hockey East and | 
National Consortium for Academic: and Sports executive committees. In 
addition, McCaw has served on the America East championships, gender 
equity, men's basketball, sporting; conduct and baseball committees. 
McCaw went to Northeastern from Tulane University, where he served as 
senior associate athletic director f >r development and associate athlet- 
ic director for external affairs from 1992-1997, being named Tulane's 
co-interim director of athletics in 1996. j

Clyde Hart, in his 42nd year with Baylor athletics, holds the dual title 
of associate athletic director for internal affairs and head track and 
field coach. 

A former state champion high school sprinter in Arkansas, Hart still 
holds the Baylor record in the 100-yard dash and ran on the Southwest 
Conference champion 440-yard relay team that tied the world record. 
He also was a member of BU's 880-yard relay team that won college 
track's Triple Crown, the Texas, Kansas and Drake Relays. 

Hart began his coaching career at Central High School in Little Rock, 
Ark., where he won five straight cross country and track state champi- 
onships. Before coming back to Baylor in 1963, Hart had coached 
Central runners to virtually every state record in Arkansas. 

The Bears' men's team has finished as high as third in the NCAA cham- 
pionships four times (1985 indoor and outdoor; 1990 outdoor; 2001 out- 
door). In 1989, 1990 and 1991, the Bears were ranked by Track and Field 
News as the top collegiate relay tearn in America, based on statistical 
rankings of all relays. 

Hart has coached athletes to All-America honors 449 times. His relay 
teams have set American, collegiate, conference and junior world 
records at a variety of distances. 

Hart is well known for his tutoring of 400-meter runners. Included in 
his list of stellar pupils are eight-time All-American Mark Collins, former 
SWC record holder Zeke Jefferson, 10-time All-American Johnny Thomas 
and NCAA champions Willie Caldwell, Raymond Pierre, Michael Johnson, 
Deon Minor, Brandon Couts and Jererny Wariner. At the 2001 NCAA 
Outdoor Championships, Bayano Kamani claimed his second 400-meter 
hurdles national title and teammate Michael Smith finished second, the 
first-ever 1-2 finish in the event in NCAA history. 

Hart’s 4x400-meter relay teams have won 15 NCAA titles since 1985 
and the men’s team has finished in the top five at the NCAA Outdoor 
Championships for 24 straight years. They also have won the Texas 
Relays 18 of the last 22 years and the Drake Relays in 10 of the last 13 
years. In 1998, Baylor won an unprecedented men’s and women’s 4x400- 
meter relays at the same NCAA indoor meet. 

A 2001 inductee into the Texas Sports Hall of Fame, Hart was recognized 
by the Texas Sports Writers Association as the state’s Senior College Spring 
Caach of the Year in 1985. The NCAA Track Coaches Association named Hart 
their 1989 national indoor coach of the year, and he is that group’s past pres- 
ident. In 1996, Hart swept conference, regional and national coach of the 
year honors. He also was named the USOC national track coach of the year. 

Hart and his wife Maxine, also a Baylor graduate and professor emer- 
itus of BU’s Hankamer School of Business, have two grown sons, Greg 
and Scott, and three grandchildren.

Waco is home to a variety of fine restau- 
rants, many located in the city's revitalized 
warehouse district downtown.

WACO HISTORY 


Waco is named after the Waco Indians, the 
first inhabitants of the area surrounding a 
natural spring on the Brazos River. The tribe 
lived in beehive-shaped huts and had hun- 
dreds of acres of land planted with corn, 
beans and other vegetables. The tribe was 
generally considered a peaceful one, but 
occasionally, when threatened, the Wacos 
became protective of their territory. Part of 
their village was located on the banks of the 
Brazos where the Suspension Bridge was later 
built. 

In 1837, the Texas Rangers arrived intend- 
ing to build a fort -- Fort Fisher -- at the Waco 


village, but the expedition was short-lived 
and plans for the outpost were canceled. A 
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trading post was established near Waco [ 
Village in 1844, and a year later a rugged 
Scot named Neil McLennan established 
the first frontier settlement in the area. 
In 1848, three years after Texas became 
a state, the Mexican land grant sur- 
rounding the old Waco Village site was 
sold to a group of businessmen frorn 
Galveston. In 1849, surveyor George 
Erath laid out the first streets of Waco, 
and lots were sold for $5 each. The City 
of Waco was incorporated on Aug. 29, 
1856, and serves as the county seat of 
Mcl.ennan County. 

In 1870, the 475-foot Suspension Bridge 
opened as the first pedestrian/wagon 
bridge across the Brazos River, providing 
easier access for numerous travelers as

Baylor added a state-of-the-art luxury suite 
and pressbox structure on the West side in 
1999.

In 1995 the entire facade was sandblasted 
and painted. In 1990, new lights, expanded 
and improved restrooms, and new concession 

| stands were completed. 

The Carl and Thelma Casey Athletic Center 
now houses departmental offices, locker 
rooms, training rooms, weight fécilities, a 
video studio and meeting facilities. 

The state-of-the-art facility was opened in 
1991. Other renovation projects continue as 
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the stadium enters its 55th year of service to 
Baylor. 

After 39 years of being called Baylor 
Stadium, 1989 was the stadium's first full year 
under the name Floyd Casey Stadium. 

The name change officially took place dur- 
ing halftime ceremonies of the 1988 
Homecoming game with Arkansas when it was 
announced that longtime University supporter 
and trustee the late Carl B. Casey of Dallas and 
his wife, Thelma, contributed $5 million to the 
stadium renovation project in honor of his 
father Floyd Casey.

The generous Casey donation was part of an 
$8 million campaign. 

After World War Il the Baylor Stadium 
Corporation was formed and began a campaign 
to build a stadium for the University. The cor- 
poration launched a bond sales program and 
was able to raise $1.5 million for construction 
costs. The Bears moved to Baylor Stadiurn in 
1950. 

The first game played in the 50,000-seat 
stadiurn was Sept. 30, 1950, a 34-7 Baylor vic- 
tory over the Houston Cougars, then, an inde- 
pendent team.

Conference game was Nov. 4, 1950, а 27-20 
win over Texas A&M. The largest crowd to see 
at home was the 1995 A&M game when 51,218 
fans jammed the stadium to watch the Aggies 
top the Bears 24-9. 

Many improvements and additions have been 
made to the stadium over the years. 

From 1972 to 1997, the Bears played on an 
AstroTurf surface at Floyd Casey Stadium. 

During the 1970s, the beautiful and comfort- 
able Letterman's Lounge was built on the sta- 
dium's west side with funds provided by former 
athletes. That facility received a facelift in 
1995. 

An eight-year project to change from worn 
wooden to modern aluminum bleacher was fin- 
ished in 1981. 

Prior to the building of Baylor Stadium in 
1950, several playing sites were employed by 
the Bears. The first Bear football squad was 
formed in 1899, but no records are available 
to prove where the team played. Old news- 
paper clippings and yearbook articles only 
indicate the first three seasons were played

The team moved off the main campus for 
good in 1936 when it began calling the newly 
built Waco Stadium home. 

Waco Stadium was renamed Municipal 
Stadium in 1942, and it was where BU played 
through 1949 except for a break from 1943-44 
because of the war effort.

Stadium renovations have been a constant 
recently at Floyd Casey Stadium, home of 
the Baylor football team. Recent improve- 
ments to the facility have included the 
installation of the Prestige System playing 
surface, a new video board and overhauled 
team areas, including expanded locker, 
weight and training room; the new locker 
room alone is over 8,000 square feet. The 
Grant Teaff Plaza, which greets visitors to 
the stadium’s west side, honors Baylor’s 
2001 College Football Hall of Fame inductee 
and former coach. 


GET'ERMAN STADIUM 


OPENED: May 1, 1999 
CAPACITY: 1,230 


The nation's premier collegiate softball facility, 
Getterman 5tadium recognizes the largest single 
donation ever to Baylor women's athletics. The |” 
stadium features 430 chairback seats and 800 | 

bleacher seats, most of which are covered. It 
also boasts a press box with two radio booths, a 
VIP booth with theatre seating, a television 
booth and a two-level press room. Coaches’ 
offices and locker rooms are located in the adja- 
cent tennis clubhouse. In 2003, Getterman 
became the nation’s first college softball stadi- 
um with a videoboard. 


HART-PATTERSON TRACK & 
FIELD COMPLEX 


OPENED: Spring 1960 
CAPACITY: 5,000 


One of the nation's finest collegiate track and 
field complexes, the Hart-Patterson Track 
Cornplex hosted the inaugural Big 12 
Conference Outdoor Championships in 1997. 
Narned for two legendary Baylor track coaches, 
Jack Patterson and Clyde Hart, it has hosted six 
conference championship meets, including the 
1999 Big 12 Championships. In 2001, the facili- 
ty added the 3,600 square-foot Winston Wolfe 
Clubhouse on-site.

| The first live bear was made available by 
the troops of the 107th Engineers, a unit of the 
32nd Infantry Division stationed at Camp 
+ MacArthur in Waco during World Wal: |. 

The bear, named Ted, made his fii st appear- 
— ance at the 1917 Baylor-Texas A& À football 
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game, and when the unit got its orders to move 
on, the bear was left in the hands of the Baylor 
athletic department. Since then, the use of 
bears at Baylor football and basketball games 
has become as much a fixture as the players, 
cheerleaders and bands. 

A series of bears have served as Baylor's 
mascot, but perhaps the best-known was Joe 
College, who came to Baylor through the work 
of Bill Boyd, then a Baylor student. Boyd 
bought the bear from a zoo that went broke at 
the Cotton Palace in Waco. He then 
approached Baylors president, Pat Neff, and 
offered to take care of the bear in exchange 
for free tuition. Neff accepted the deal and 
the tradition of live bears as mascots has con- 
tinued since. 

In 1974, the student body voted to name all 
the bears "Judge" followed by a surname in 
honor of the universitys namesake, Judge 
R.E.B. Baylor. Baylor's current mascots are 
“Joy,” named in honor of the wife of President 
Emeritus (and former Chancellor) Herbert H. 
Reynolds, and the newest mascot, "Lady" 
named after Sue Sloan, wife of President Dr. 
Robert B. Sloan Jr. 

The bears attend several Baylor athletic 
events, schools, community centers, churches, 
and any other educational outreach. 

The bears may also be seen at the Steve 
Hudson Memorial Bear Plaza located in the 
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center of the Baylor campus. "The Pit" as it is 
known on campus was built in 1976 and is clas- 
sified as a Class 'C' Exhibitor Zoo. It is licerised 
to hold up to three North American Black Bears 
and is regulated and licensed by the United 
States Department of Agriculture and the Texas 
Parks and Wildlife. 


“SIC 'EM BEARS” AND 


THE BEAR CLAW 


In 1960, Baylor's yell leaders introduced the 
"Bear Claw" hand signal — made by slightly 
curving all five fingers inward to form a claw — 
and the "Sic 'Em Bears" yell. The initial reac- 
tion to the new traditions from students and 
faculty was mixed. 

The issue was a topic of heated debate on 
campus, and the use of both the hand signal 
and yell was sporadic until Grant Teaff 
arrived as Baylors head football coach in 
1972. Teaff initiated a new era of Baylor 
football, and the "Bear Claw" and "Sic 'Em 
Bears" yell came to symbolize pride in Baylor 
athletics. 

In addition to being used during the yell, the 
"Bear Claw" is held up during the performance 
of Baylor's school song, “That Good Old Baylor 
Line." Football players traditionally hold up 
their helmets during the playing of the school 
song. 


“THAT GOOD OLD 
BAYLOR LINE” 


The beginnings of Baylor’s school 
song can be traced back to 1907. 
That's when student George Baines 
Rosborough penned an alternative 
set of lyrics to the waltz tune “In 
The Good Old Summertime,” first 
made popular on Broadway in 1902. 
Rosborough’s new lyrics were 
humorous, with references to send- 
ing Baylor's gridiron rivals home 
“done up in turpentine.” For the 
next quarter century, the altered 
tune gained acceptance as Baylor’s 
unofficial school song. 

In the fall of 1931, Enid Markham, 
wife of music professor Robert 
Markham, decided that the words to 
the song were undignified and not 
representative of Baylor. So, she 
penned a new set of lyrics, which 
have since become accepted as the 
University's school song: 


That good old Baylor Line! 
That good old Baylor Line! 
We'll march forever down the years, 
As long as stars shall shine. 

We'll fling our Green and Gold afar 
To light the ways of time, 

And guide us as we onward 90: 

That good old Baylor Line! 


THE BAYLOR LINE 


The Baylor Line is a freshman spirit organiza- 
tion. Line members wear matching jerseys to 
home football games and sit in a block of seats 
in front of the Baylor cheerleaders. Baylor Line 
members leave the stands prior to kickoff to 
run the perimeter of the field and form a line 
for the team to enter before kickoff. 


GOLDEN WAVE BAND 


In 1902, 17 students pooled their talents to 
become the Baylor Cadet Band. The following 
year, membership increased to 28 as the band, 
directed by Charles W. Parker, went under the 
auspices of the ROTC department. The band 
remained a part of Baylor’s ROTC until the end 
of World War |, when the group reorganized 
and became known as the Baylor Bear Band. 

The band became known as the Golden Wave 
after members first wore new golden-colored 
uniforrns at the Baylor-SMU football game in 
1928. The next year, Everett McCracken was 
appointed director and kicked off a new era of 
development for the band with a 10-day, 820- 
mile tour of Texas. 
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During the next half century, the band 
gained national prominence and was featured 
in postseason contests including the Orange, 
Sugar, Gator, Bluebonnet and Cotton Bowls. 
The cur'ent Golden Wave Marching Band, 
directed by Jeff Grogan, marches approxi- F 
mately 250 members. 


THE ITAMORTAL TEN 


Baylor has many traditions and a rich history 
as a university that has been in existence for 


over 150 ears. One of the events that has had a | 


lasting ir pact on the University and its athletic 

department is the story of the Immortal Ten. 
On Jar uary 22, 1927, coach Ralph Wolf was

Baylor remernbers the 
story each year at 
Homecoming, when 
freshmen hear the tragic story and participate 
in a candlelight remembrance ceremony. 
Baylor students and alumni are raisin); funds to 
have a statue honoring the Immortal Ten 
erected on campus. 

There was a hero of the accider t, James 
Clyde "Abe" Kelly. Kelly, who was captain- 
elect of the 1927 football team, saw the train 
just before impact and pushed his roommate, 
Weir Washman, out of the bus' wincow. Kelly 
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| is credited with saving the life of his best 


friend at the greatest expense to himself. 
Kelly was one of the 10 who died in the colli- 


4 sion. 


Others who did not survive the wreck were 
William Winchester, W.E. Murray, Merle Dudley, 
Sam Dillow, Jack Castellaw, L.R. “Ivey” Foster, 
Bob Hailey, R.L. Hannah and James Walker. 

Wesley Bradshaw, who is still in the top 10 
on the Baylor football career scoring list, was 
seriously hurt. Gordon Barry, Joe Potter, Edgar 
Gooch, C.S. Bean, Keifer Strickland (an АЦ- 
SWC selection), John Kane, Dave Cheavers 
(former Baylor journalism department chair) 
and coach Wolf were slightly injured. Washman 
and Louis Slade were unhurt. 

As a result of the tragedy, the remainder of 
the 1927 season was canceled, and the first 
highway overpass in Texas was constructed in 
Round Rock. 


THE MEDAL OF HONOR 


Baylor University is believed to be the only 
school in America to have two former athletes 
win the Congressional Medal of Honor, the 
nation's highest military honor for bravery. 
Both men — Jack Lummus and John "Killer" 
Kane — won the award for their service in 
World War Il. 

Lummus played football, basketball and 
baseball for Baylor from 1938 through 1941. He 
was an All-Southwest Conference center field- 
er before signing with the New York Giants of 
the National Football League. 

After one year of professional football, 
Lummus joined the Marines and was a platoon 
leader in the initial days of fighting on Iwo 
Jima. While leading a charge on enemy posi- 
tions, he stepped on a land mine and lost both 
legs. Despite the heavy bleeding that resulted, 
he led his platoon to knock out several pockets 
of Japanese fire, which played a vital role in 
the eventual U.S. victory. Lummus died of his 
wounds shortly after the battle. 
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Kane played football and basketball at 
Baylor and was one of the survivors of the bus- 
train accident that killed 10 Baylor students in 
1927. He joined the Army Air Corps in 1932 and 
soon became a bomber commander of leg- 
endary proportions, leading the famous air raid 
on Nazi-controlled oil refineries in Ploesti, 
Romania, in 1943. 


CHRISTIAN ATMOSPHERE 


Baylor is affiliated with the Baptist General 
Convention of Texas, a cooperative association 
of autonomous Texas Baptist churches. All 
members of the University's Board of Regents 
are Baptist. 

Baylor is concerned with the spiritual, moral 
and intellectual development of those who 
come within its sphere of influence. It is com- 
mitted to a caring relationship among its stu- 
dents, staff and faculty — a caring that is char- 
acterized by understanding, forgiveness and 
respect for individuality. The University is 
proud of its Christian heritage and strives to be 
an institution stimulated both by the power of 
God and the search for truth. 

A number of organizations at Baylor help the 
University carry out its Christian mission, 
including the offices of the Dean of 
Chapel/University Ministries and Church 
Relations; the centers for Christian Ethics and 
Ministry Effectiveness; the institutes of Church- 
State Studies and Faith and Learning; Baylor 
You youth camps; and numerous student min- 
istry groups representing a variety of faiths. 

In addition, all Baylor students participate 
in two semesters of Chapel, a twice-weekly 
University gathering which features lectures 
and performances from a distinguished group 
of speakers and artists. 


FRANK FALLON 


Radio waves throughout the Baylor family 
fell silent the evening of April 30, 2004, upon 
the passing of the legendary Frank Fallon. 

Best known as the former “Voice of the 
Baylor Bears,” Fallon’s face and voice were 
synonymous with Baylor athletics. 

A native of El Paso, Texas, Fallon grew up in 
San Antonio, Texas, attending Alamo Heights 
High School. Fallon 
began his broadcasting 
career at KITE San 
Antonio at the age of 18. 
Following ^ graduation 
from Baylor in 1953, he 
joined Waco's KWTX and 
had a 28-year association 
with the station. 

He served as the play- 
by-play announcer for 
Baylor football and bas- 
ketball for 42 years. 
Fallon spent 20 years as the public address 
announcer and "Voice of the NCAA Final Four," 
as well as doing television play-by-play for 
Southwest Conference Basketball on NBC and 
ESPN. 
A broadcast journalism professor at Baylor in 
his latter years, Fallon received many presti- 
gious awards during his career. In August 2001, 
he was presented the Chris Schenkel Award, 
honoring lifetime excellence and community 
contributions. Fallon was the recipient of the 
2001 Baylor Communications Award. He was 
honored as Texas Association of Broadcasters 
Sportscaster of the Year five times and 
Associated Press Best Radio Play-By-Play 
Announcer seven times. Fallon was a member 
of the Baylor Hall of Honor and the Texas High 
School Hall of Fame. He also was voted one of 
the top 10 all-time Texas radio play-by-play 
announcers by the Texas Sportswriters 
Association. 

In honor of Fallon, Waco's Chamber of 
Commerce annually sponsors the Frank Fallon 
Sportsmanship Award. 


DAVE CAMPBELL 


A 1950 cum laude graduate of Baylor 
University, Dave Campbell is truly a living leg- 
end in the world of sports journalism. 

Campbell is best known for founding Texas 
Football in 1960. He served as editor and pub- 
lisher for the annual preseason publication 
that quickly emerged as 
the nation's prototype 
regional sports publica- 
tions. Campbell still 
serves as the publica- 
tion's editor-in-chief. 

Save a stint with the 
14th Armored Division in 
France and Germany dur- 
ing World War Il, 
Campbell spent 51 years 
as a member of the edi- 
torial staff at the Waco 
Tribune-Herald. Hired by the newspaper in 
1942, Campbell became sports editor in 1953 
and held that position until his retirement in 
1993.

However, retirement did not last long; 

Campbell was hand-picked to create and edit 
the Baylor Bear Insider Report, a publication 
of the Baylor Bear Foundation devoted solely 
to the coverage of Baylor athletics. 

The list of accolades and honors Campbell 
has received stretches as long as his career. 
Along with winning the Bronze Star for heroic 
achievement during World War Il, Campbell has 
been presented the Bert McGrane Award and 
the Jake Wade Award, the highest honors given 
by the Football Writers’ Association of America 
and the College Sports Information Directors of 
America, respectively. 

A past president of the FWAA, Campbell is a 
member of the Texas High School Football Hall 
of Fame and the writers' category of the Texas 
Sports Hall of Fame. In 1992, Campbell was 
given the Baylor University Distinguished 
Alumnus Award. Four years later, he was 
named "Touchdowner of the Year" by the 
Houston Touchdown Club. 

Campbell has served as Southwest Sectional 
Director of the Heisman Trophy selection. He is 
a member of the Honors Court selection com- 
mittee of the National College Football Hall of 
Fame, and he also serves on the executive 
board and as the chairman of the selection 
committee for the Texas Sports Hall of Fame. 
Campbell is a member of the board of directors 
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for the "'exas High School Football and Texas ой i 
Tennis hills of fame, as well. Har

WELD/JN BIGONY 


Baylor"; own Weldon Bigony gained national 
attention with a story that exemplifies the 
spirit and loyalty taught at the University. 

Bigony ‘eturned to Baylor in the fall of 2002 
to complete his business degree — 61 years 
after he tad left school to join the Navy for 
World War |l. The Texas native originally came 
to Baylor in 1938 on a football scholarship. ^ | 

Bigony left Baylor in the middle of his senior 
year to enlist for WWII; after the war, he mar- 
ried, had children and spent 40 years as a f 
pilot. When he returned to Baylor, his story 
was picked up by the national media, and 
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Bigony was profiled by People Ma azine, USA 
Today, "Тһе Today Show” and “Opi ah.” 

Taking advantage of an offer to resume his 
| athletic scholarship, Bigony finished off the final 
24 hours for his degree, and at age 83, became 
one the oldest graduates in school history when 
he received his diploma on May 17, 2003.

Perhaps no individual is as res»onsible for 
| advancing the cause of Baylor football as leg- 
| endary head coach Grant Teaff. 

Teaff was hired to coach Baylor'; program in 
1972 when many people said the 3ears should

sounded on the 1992 John Hancock Bowl — 
| Teaff's last game as a head coach — he had 

| accomplished one of the most ilistinguished 
| coaching careers in history. 
ia Teaff finished his career 170-15' -8 overall in 

He was 128-105-6 at 
Baylor, 83-74-4 in the Southwest Conference 
| and 4-4 in bowl games. 

He was named SWC Coach of the Year six 
| times and national coach of the y2ar once. He 
| coached 16 first-team All-Amerizans and 83 
S| all-conference performers. 

| Teaff finished his career as the nation's sec- 
|| ond-ranked coach for tenure at his present 
school, the fourth-ranked coach for SWC wins, 
third-ranked coach for games in the SWC, sec- 
İİ ond-ranked coach for seasons in th e SWC, sixth- 
| ranked coach for wins by an SWC coach, ninth- 
| ranked active coach for career wins and 20th- 
ranked active coach for winning percentage. 

He coached 12 postseason al-star games, 
including the East-West Shrine Gane, the Blue- 
Gray Game, the Hula Bowl, the All-American 
Bowl and the Japan Bowl. Thi: other SWC 
| schools went through 38 differen: head coach- 
es during Teaff's tenure at Bayloi. Не coached 
| against such giants as Bear Bryant. Joe Paterno, 
Darrell Royal, Woody Hayes, Bo í chembechler, 
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Vince Dooley, Shug Jordan, Tom Osborne, Frank 
Broyles, LaVell Edwards, Bill McCartney, Lou 
Holtz, Barry Switzer, Bill Yeoman, Jimmy 
Johnson, Johnny Major and Hayden Fry. 

Teaff currently heads the American Football 
Coaches Association as the organization's exec- 
utive director. The AFCA is widely recognized 
as the game's driving force in terms of promo- 
tions, legislative matters, ethics and profes- 
sional standards. And the organization's driving 
force is Coach Teaff. 

Teaff moved into his position as the "coach- 
es! coach" after his highly successful 21-year 
stint as the head coach of the Bears. What 
Teaff has done with the AFCA has mirrored his 
accomplishments at Baylor.

MIKE SINGLETARY 


One of the all-time greats to ever don the 
Green and Gold was Mike Singletary. The even- 
tual NFL Hall of Famer arrived at Baylor in 1977 
with two goals: To earn a college degree and to 
become the greatest defensive player in school 
history. Four short years later, both goals were 
achieved. 

Everyone who saw Singletary play agrees 
that he was college football’s greatest middle 
linebacker playing in the late 1970s and early 
1980s. His Baylor statistics are still astounding: 
He holds records for most tackles in a career 
with 662 (second place is 370), most tackles in 
a season with 232 (the next closest is 144) and 
most tackles in a game with 33. Coach Lou 
Holtz, against whose Arkansas team he had 
those 33 tackles, called Singletary the best 
middle linebacker he ever coached against. 
Coach Woody Hayes, after seeing Singletary 
make 31 tackles against Ohio State, called him 
unstoppable. After Singletary made 30 tackles 
against Alabama, Coach “Bear” Bryant said 
that Singletary and Leroy Jordan were the only 
two linebackers he had ever seen who were 
capable of making the tackle on every single 
running play in a game. 

Perhaps Singletary’s most amazing statistic 
came in the area of broken football helmets. 
During his Baylor career Singletary hit oppos- 
ing ball carriers so hard he cracked and shat- 
tered 16 of his own helmets. The Baylor foot- 
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ball equ pment staff routinely had three hel- | 
mets fitted and prepared for Singletary to 
wear. 

Single! ary earned All-Southwest Conference | 
honors four times. As a freshman he was 
named ‘outhwest Conference Newcomer of | 
the Year. As a sophomore, junior and senior he 
was named Southwest Conference Defensive 
Player o the Year. Twice he won the Davey | 
O'Brien Award as the best football player in | 
the Sout west United States.

Big 12 schools and the Conference office seek 
to provide national-class facilities for all levels of 
league championships, postseason tournaments 
and NCAA venues. They utilize Big 12 campus sites 
as well as buildings such as Kansas City's Kemper 
Arena, Arrowhead Stadium and Municipal 
Auditorium, Houston’s Reliant Stadium, San 
Antonio’s Alamodome, St. Louis’ Edward Jones 
Dome, Irving’s Texas Stadium, Oklahorna City’s 
SBC Bricktown Ballpark, The Ballpark in Arlington, 
Dallas’ American Airlines Center, and Reunion 
Arena, among others. The Conference also has 
agreements with eight bowl entities for 2004-05 
— the Bowl Championship Series, SBC Cotton, 
Pacific Life Holiday, MasterCard Alamo, MainStay 
Independence, EV1.net Houston, PlainsCapital 
Fort Worth, and Mazda Tangerine Bowls. 

Not only has the Big 12 fostered a spirit of con- 
viviality and excitement with newfound rivalries, 
but the Conference organization has given rise to 
several related, cooperative ventures — Big 12 
cities, libraries, campus security organizations, 
Chambers’ of Commerce, tourism/visitors’ 
bureaus, information exchanges, sports medicine 
associations, and campus public information 
offices, among others. 

The solid athletics’ traditions at the 12 schools 
are evident as student-athletes/alurnni have 
claimed more than. 900 NCAA crowns and over 
470 national team championships through. July, 
2004. Commissioner Weiberg, acting in accord 
with the Big 12 Board of Directors, first contract- 
ed most major championship sites and dates 
through the 2004-05 academic year in 1999. The 
Big 12 also continued the process of determining 
future championships’ dates and sites beyond the 
2004-05 term.during the 2003-04 academic year. 

The league office also has negotiated critical 
media (television/radio/print) contracts and 
ongoing bowl agreements in recent months. 
Added in 2002-03 were agreements with TBS 
Superstation to carry Big 12 football games in 
prime time slots, with College Sports Television 
(CSTV) for more regional and national tele- 
casts, and expanded video streaming opportu- 
nities’ for several Olympic sports within the 
league with Fox Sports Net and FoxSports.com. 

Almost six million fans who attended champi- 
onships or tournaments in Big 12 postseason 
activity since 1996 can attest that they are view- 
ing some of the nation’s finest student-athletes, 
coaches and officials. Through television finan- 
cial agreements, high levels of cornpetition, 
postseason play, football bowl, and NCAA invita- 
tions, the Big 12 has distributed over $550 mil- 
lion to its members since the 1996-97 fiscal year. 

Commissioners of the conference have 
included Steve Hatchell from March 1995 to 
May 1998, Dave Martin (interim) from May 1998 
to December 1998, and Kevin L. Weiberg from 
December 1998 to present.

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Darrell Hackney connected with Nick Coon 
on a 50-yard scoring pass with 40 seconds left 
as UAB spoiled Guy Morriss’ debut, 24-19, 
before 28,732 at Floyd Casey Stadium. 

The loss overshadowed an outstanding per- 
formance by Rashad Armstrong, who ran for 
152 yards on 25 carries and caught one pass for 
39 yards. It was Armstrong’s third straight 100- 
yard game, the first Bear to accomplish that 
since 1997 and only the fourth ever. 

Armstrong’s rushing total ranks 19th all-time 
at Baylor and was the most by a Bear back 
since 1999. 

Aaron Karas was solid under center, con- 
necting on 20-of-33 attempts for 227 yards and 
two touchdowns with no interceptions. 

Baylor took a 19-17 on a 21-yard Kenny 
Webb field goal with 6:08 left. That carne just 
six plays after James Todd blocked a UAB punt 
out of the end zone for a safety. 

Baylor drove 80 yards in nine plays on its 
opening possession, taking a 7-0 lead when 
Karas hit Robert Quiroga for a 10-yard TD. On 
their second drive, the Bears gained 65 again 
before Karas fumbled while eluding a pass 
rush. 

UAB then scored 17 straight points, going 
ahead 17-7 when Bo Moncur scored on a 2- 
yard run with 5:10 left in the third quarter. 
That came just three plays after a 15-yard per- 
sonal foul penalty gave the Blazers a first down 
instead of fourth-and-5 from midfield. 

The Blazers tied the game 7-7 when 
Hackney threw a 4-yard TD pass to Dan Burks 
with 10:21 left in the second quarter to end a 
44-yard drive on which Moncur had a 33-yard 
run. UAB took the lead Nick Hayes kicked a 32- 
yard field goal on the final play of the first 
half. 

After Hackney’s two-pass TD drive, Baylor 
had one more chance. Karas’ fourth-down pass 
from the UAB 45 on the final play of the game 
dropped incomplete in the end zone. 

Maurice Lane led the defense with 12 stops,

North Texas turned six first-half Baylor 
turnovers into 17 points, then scored on its 
first five possessions of the second half in a 52- 
14 victory before a stadium-record 29,437 fans 
at Fouts Field. 

Patrick Cobbs ran for 131 yards, including 
an 81-yard touchdown, Roy Bishop had 107 
yards and three, third-quarter touchdowns and 
James Mitchell had a 28-yard touchdown run 
as the Mean Green beat the Bears for the first 
time in 12 tries. 

Baylor’s first series ended with quarterback 
Aaron Karas fumbling and UNT defensive tack- 
le Brandon Kennedy returning it 24 yards for a 
touchclown. The next drive ended with John 
Martin fumbling after making a catch for a 
first down. Cobbs’ long TD run came on the 
next snap. 

North Texas then turned an interception into 
a 32-yard field goal but failed to capitalize on 
the next three turnovers — a fumble and two 
more interceptions. 

Down 17-0 heading into the second half, the 
Bears lost the opening kickoff and North Texas’ 
Johnny Quinn jumped on it at the 13. Bishop 
ran it in from there two plays later to make it 
24-0. 

Kevin Moore had a 2-yard TD run early in 
the fourth, then Mitchell scored one play after 
a blocked punt. North Texas’ final drive was 
the only time it didn’t score in the second half. 

Baylor scored on a 9-yard pass from Karas to 
Jonathan Evans after a blocked punt midway 
through the third quarter that made it 31-7. 
The Bears adcled a 1-yard touchdown run from 
Anthony Krieg in the closing minutes, Krieg’s 
first scoring plunge since 2001. 

Rashad Armstrong had 89 yards on 18 car- 
ries, only one in the second half, to end his 
streak of consecutive 100-yard games at three. 
Armstrong was bidding to become the first 
Bear to ever break the century mark rushing in 
four straight contests.

Rashad Armstrong’s 4-yard touchdown run 
on Baylor’s first second-half drive gave the 
Bears the winning margin as they beat SMU 10- 
7 in front of 30,256 at Floyd Casey Stadium for 
their first win under head coach Guy Morriss. 

The Bears had just 182 total yards, their 
second-lowest output in a win since 1956. 
Meanwhile, Baylor held SMU to 206 total yards, 
the fewest allowed since holding Arkansas 
State to 172 in a 2001 victory. 

Baylor has won eight straight games against 
the Mustangs, though the old Southwest 
Conference rivals were playing for the first 
time since 1995, that league’s last season. 

Baylor’s first drive of the second half start- 
ed at the SMU 35 after Willie Andrews’ 22-yard 
punt return. Aaron Karas’ 19-yard pass to 
Robert Quiroga and a facemask penalty 
against SMU set up Armstrong’s TD run. | 

Kenny Webb, who kicked a 47-yard field 
goal in the first half, missed a 51-yard sca 
on Baylor’s next possession. 

After the missed field goal, SMU mandó 
only one first down before punting and got into 
Baylor territory only one other time. Chris 
McMurtray was wide left on a 38-yard field 
goal attempt with 8:32 left. 

John Garrett, who was named Big 12 
Defensive Player of the Week by the Dallas 
Morning News, opened the fourth quarter with 
sacks on consecutive plays. Baylor held SMU to 
just 47 total yards in the final period. 

Chris Cunningham's 22-yard punt return 
late in the first quarter set up the Mustangs at 
the Baylor 33, and they needed nine plays to 
score. Kincade had seven carries for 18 yards, 
twice converting third-and-short, before 
Richard Bartel's 5-yard TD pass to Matt 
Rushbrook. 

Armstrong reached the half-century mark 
for the seventh consecutive game. Garrett fin- 
ished with four tackles, two behind the line, 
and a forced fumble.

Rashad Armstrong ran for 125 yards and 
scored two touchdowns as Baylor defeated 
Division I-AA Sam Houston State 27-6 for the 
Bears’ 500th victory. The game was played in 
front of a crowd of 27,842 at Floyd Casey 
Stadium. 

Armstrong notched his second 100-yard 
game of the season and the fourth of his 
career. He is the ninth player in school history 
to amass four or more 100-yard games. 

Aaron Karas completed two long passes to 
position Baylor for touchdowns and a 17-6 half- 
time lead, and Armstrong's 39-yard third-quar- 
ter touchdown run put the game away. 

Karas’ 30-yard first-quarter pass to Trent 
Shelton helped set up a 7-yard scoring pass to 
Robert Quiroga. 

Karas also broke out of an attempted tackle 
on a blitz and nailed tight end Shane Williams 
with a 25-yard pass to the Sam Houston 5-yard 
line. Armstrong scored on the next play. 

Backup quarterback Wade Pate got the 
Bearkats on the board late in the first half. 
After running 39 yards on a bootleg to the 
Baylor 20, Pate hit Bernard Campbell for a 20- 
yard touchdown pass on the next play. The 
extra-point attempt hit the right upright and 
bounced back. 

Baylor recovered a fumble by Pate in the 
fourth quarter, setting up Kenny Webb's 38- 
yard field goal. 

Willie Andrews and Justin Crooks led the 
Bears' defense with eight tackles and seven 
tackles, respectively. Crooks had two stops 
behind the line, forced a fumble and had two 
quarterback hurries. 

Baylor began playing football in 1899 and 
the program is 500-475-43. It was only the sec- 
ond meeting with Sam Houston, both won by 
the Bears.

Baylor scored 21 points in a four-minute 
span in the third quarter, and Rashad 
Armstrong rushed for a career-high 166 yards 
as the Bears stunned Colorado 42-30 at Floyd 
Casey Stadium. 

As a result, the Bears won a third consecu- 
tive game for the first time since opening 3-0 
in 1996. Baylor also won its Big 12 opener for 
the second year in a row. 

Armstrong, who turned in the 13th-best sin- 
gle-game rushing performance in school histo- 
ry, had 115 yards on 15 carries and both of his 
touchdowns in the game’s final 21:35. The sen- 
ior running back finished with 37 totes, tied for 
the second-most in the program’s history. 

Colorado opened the secorid half with a 
seven-play, 75-yard drive that ended with a 
Brian Calhoun 3-yard scoring run. That touch- 
down extended the Buffaloes lead to 23-14. 

However, that is when the tide began to 
turn. Aaron Karas capped Baylor’s ensuing 
seven-play, 74-yard drive with an 8-yard scor- 
ing pass to Shane Williams. Just over a minute 
later, Derrick Cash sacked CU signal caller 
Erik Greenberg and jarred the ball loose. 
Jamaal Harper picked up the fumble and 
returned it seven yards for a touchdown. 

After another Colorado fumble, this one 
recovered by Justin Crooks, Baylor pushed its 
lead to 35-23 thanks to a 3-yard Armstrong 
plunge. 

Late in the third, Colorado pulled to within 
five when Greenberg hit Derek McCoy from 29 
yards out following a botched Baylor punt. 
Baylor fumbled on its ensuing possession, giv- 
ing the Buffaloes good field position again. 
Colorado drove to the Baylor 1, but John 
Garrett, Crooks and Maurice Lane combined 
to stuff Calhoun at the 3. 

Baylor then drove the ball 97 yards, all on the 
ground. The drive culminated with a career- 
long 55-yard touchdown run by Armstrong. 

James Todd and Maurice Linguist provided 
interceptions on Colorado’s next two drives to 
preserve the victory.

Bill Whittemore hit Mark Simmons for the 
go-ahead touchdown as Kansas fought from 
behind to beat Baylor 28-21. 

Baylor held a 14-7 lead in the first quarter 
and went into the third period tied 14-14. It 
was the first time Baylor had not trailed at 
halftime in a road game since Oct. 6, 2001, at 
Texas A&M. 

The Jayhawks took the lead with 12:33 left 
on Whittemore’s 40-yard pass play to Simmons, 
who caught the ball on the 28, sidestepped 
two defenders and scored. 

After John Randall’s 12-yard scoring run put 
Kansas on top 28-14 with 8:47 to go, the Bears 
marched 80 yards in eight plays, capped by 
Aaron Karas’ touchdown pass to Marques 
Roberts on third-and-goal from the 15. 

Baylor had one last shot but Banks 
Floodman intercepted Karas’ pass cleep in 
Bear territory with less than two minutes to 
play. 

The Jayhawks had scored 35 or more points 
in a school-record five straight games, but 
managed only one touchdown the entire first 
half until Whittemore connected with Charles 
Gordon on an 18-yard scoring pass with 1:12 to 
go. 

Kansas moved 61 yards on nine plays with its 
first possession, with Clark Green scoring on a 
17-yard run. 

The Bears tied the score when Michael Boyd 
blocked Curtis Ansel’s punt and James Todd 
fell on the ball in the end zone. It was the sec- 
ond blocked kick of the season for the Bears. 
Todd blocked a punt against UAB in the season 
opener that resulted in a safety. 

The Bears took advantage of a confused 
Kansas defense to score its go-ahead touch- 
down in the second quarter. Karas dropped 
back into the shotgun at the last minute and 
tossed a soft screen pass to Rashad 
Armstrong, who scored from 23 yards out.

Vince Young ran for 101 yards and two 
touchdowns as 19th-ranked Texas posted a 56- 
0 win over Baylor at Floyd Casey Stadium. 

Young and Longhorns set the offense on 
cruise control from the start, rolling to a 35-0 
halftime lead. It was Texas’ first shutout of the 
season and its second in a row over Baylor. It 
was Baylor’s first shutout since losing 41-0 at 
Texas in 2002. 

Texas outgained the Bears 477-260 despite 
missing starting tailback Cedric Benson. He 
did not make the 99-mile trip from Austin after 
being charged earlier in the week with misde- 
meanor criminal trespassing. 

The Longhorns did not miss him in front of a 
crowd of 42,118, the largest Floyd Casey 
Stadium crowd since 1998. Senior Brett Robin 
got his first career start and he and Selvin 
Young combined for 93 yards and three touch- 
downs on 17 carries. 

Young finished with 166 total yards and set 
up Robin’s second score with a weaving 64- 
yard run inside the Baylor 1 in the third quar- 
ter. 

After the Bears moved the ball into 
Longhorn territory on the game’s opening 
drive, Aaron Karas fumbled on a sack. Robin 
scored four plays later and Young added his 
rushing touchdowns from 1 and 2 yards. 
Young's second TD came on first-and-goal 
when he rolled right, backtracked to his left 
and split two defenders who appeared to have 
him nailed at the goal line. 

Karas finished with 169 yards on 16-of-29 
passing. Rashad Armstrong was limited to 66 
yards rushing on 18 totes, but he also had 
three catches for 24 yards.

Oklahoma State used a pair of fourth-quar- 
ter touchdowns to pull away from Baylor as the 
24th-ranked Cowboys took a 38-21 victory in 
front of 23,763 fans at Floyd Casey Stadium. 

With OSU leading 24-21 with 12:37 to play, 
Shawn Willis punched in his second 2-yard 
touchdown run of the day. On its next drive, 
OSU got a key fourth-down conversion and 
later capped the drive with a Vernand 
Morency 35-yard scoring run that put the 
game away. 

Despite the loss, Baylor gave the Cowboys 
all they wanted. The Bears first got on the 
board midway through the first quarter when 
Willie Andrews scooped up a fumble and 
returned it 30 yards for a score. The Cowboys 
answered with consecutive Josh Fields touch- 
down passes, opening up a 21-7 lead. 

But Baylor did not go away. Shawn Bell 
found Robert Quiroga in the end zone with 15 
seconds remaining in the half, swinging the 
momentum back to the Bears' sideline. 

The game was tied 7-7 until Fields threw 
touchdown passes on consecutive drives in the 
second quarter. The second was a timing pass 
to Woods for a 16-yard TD to cap a 92-yard 
drive with 1:48 left in the half. 

Morency set up Fields' first TD with a 72- 
yard run, breaking a tackle at the line and 
eluding defenders with nifty moves before 
being run out of bounds at the 11. After Fields 
tried twice to throw to Woods, he found Billy 
Bajema for the go-ahead touchdown. 

The Cowboys got the ball back after Daniel 
Sepulveda's 62-yard punt, which landed out of 
bounds at the 8. Four plays later, Woods made 
an incredible one-handed catch near midfield, 
turning around and grabbing the ball with his 
outstretched right hand along the sideline. 

Rashad Armstrong rushed for 84 yards on 22 
carries and became Baylor's sixth 1,000-yard 
rusher, the school’s first since 1995. He also 
finished second on Baylor’s single-season rush- 
es list with 258 carries on the year, nine shy of 
the school mark.

Baylor first joined an athletic conference in 
1914. Baylor won an undisputed foc tball cham- 
pionship (the Southwest Conferenze title) in 
1924.

tie for the top) in 1933, but the rebuilding paid 
В off in an 8-3 record in 1935.

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play Oklahoma State at the end of 1983, they fell 
back to a 5-6 year in '84. But as it turned out, 
they were putting in the foundation for teams 
that would post consecutive 9-3 seasons in 1985 
and '86 and win bowl games in back-to-back sea- 
sons for the first and only time in Baylor history. 

And then in 1994 the Bears carved out a 7-5 
record overall and 4-3 in league play, not great 
by any measure but good enough to get a five- 
way share of the Southwest Conference cham- 
pionship because Texas A&M, the team with 
the best record (10-0-1), was on probation and 
ineligible to participate in the league's race 
for the crown. 

So certainly in one manner of speaking, a year 
ending in 4 has been a bountiful year for Baylor 
football. Or if not bountiful, then noteworthy. 

That was not true in 1904. But in 1904 the 
school had not even adopted the bear as its 
official mascot yet. That historic moment did 
not come until 1914 — again, there's that sea- 
son ending in a 4 — when Baylor students 
decided the bear was the animal they wanted 
representing them rather than the buffalo, the 
antelope, the frog or the ferret. 

Baylor first began playing football in 1899 and 
started putting together a history that was not 
all that bad considering the times. Baylor's first 
five teams all finished with better than .500 
records. After 14 years of football, and there 
was one season (1906) when Baylor did not field 
a team, the university was on the topside of the 
scoreboard with an overall mark of 50-44-11 
while being tutored by 10 different head coach- 
es. It had not won any conference champi- 
onships but then there was no way it could do 
so; it did not compete in a conference. 

However, several outcomes prior to forma- 
tion of the Southwest Conference should be 
mentioned by anyone exploring a history of 
Baylor football. 

In that first year of Baylor football, the 
University's gridiron representatives played 
TCU to a 0-0 tie. The game was played in Waco 
and for an excellent reason. Both schools were 


located in Waco. However, TCU in that era was . 


known as "AddRan" College; the school's name 
was not officially changed to "Texas Christian 
University" until 1902, and by then the team's 
nickname was already "Horned Frogs." When 
the two schools met in 1901, Baylor won a 39- 
0 victory on Nov. 23 and later that season 
defeated TCU (or AddRan), 42-9. 

TCU finally defeated Baylor for the first time 
in 1904, 5-0, but in 1907 came the strangest 
verdict of all. The TCU record book shows a vic- 
tory for the Frogs, 11-10. But for a number of 
years the Baylor record book listed that out- 
come as a victory for Baylor, 10-9. In his histo- 
ry of the Southwest Conference ("Football, 
Texas Style") published by Doubleday & 
Company in 1964, Kern Tips, the man widely 


In its first season in the Southwest Conference, Baylor 
wins the league title. The Bears went 7-1 overall, 3-0 
in the SWC and outscored its opponents 188-22. 
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regarded as the greatest radio voice SWC foot- 
ball ever knew, offered this explanation: 

"At issue is whether or not TCU actually tack- 
led a Baylor ball carrier in his own end zone for 
a safety late in the game. Reports say that the 
officials disagreed among themselves, as the 
goal line had disappeared in the dusty action, 
and were still debating the issue while the 
teams and spectators went home to supper with 
their own convictions about the final score." 

Another interesting Baylor-TCU outcome 
(and remember, at this time both institutions 
were located in Waco; TCU did not move to 
Fort Worth until 1910 after the school's main 
building in Waco had burned) came in 1908. 
TCU had already won the first two games 
played between the two schools that season. 
They decided to play a third one on Nov. 26 
(Thanksgiving Day). TCU led at halftime, 8-6. 
Baylor, by then downright hungry for a victory 
over the Frogs, did an unusual thing. John 
Fouts, Baylor's star left end, put on blue stock- 
ings (blue was then a TCU color) but kept on 
his Baylor gray jersey. Then, according to the 
Kern Tips accounting, "after the second-half 
kickoff he raced to the sidelines, snatched off 
his gray jersey and was revealed in a blue one 
that, like his stockings, matched TCU's uni- 
forms. As he rejoined his mates on the field, it

appeared that TCU had provided Baylor with 
its eleventh man. ; 

“TCU objected; Baylor’s captain Babe Gantt 
smilingly observed there was no law against it, 
and demurred. With its ‘wild card’ from the col- 
oring book in the game, Baylor rallied to win the 
game, 23-8, amid what was reported to be ‘bit- 
terness and confusion' on the part of the TCU 
team and its supporters. The city of Waco was a 
little noisy that evening. This, by the way, is.a 
report from the files of TCU. No reference to Nr. 
Fouts strip act is to be found in the Baylor book.” 

One · тоге Baylor game from that era 
demands attention. In 1910, Baylor met Texas 
in Waco. Baylor was coached by Ralph Glaze, a 
former All-America end at Dartmouth. Texas 
had a new coach, William S. ("Billy") Wasmund, 
a former quarterback at Michigan for Fielding 
"Hurry Up” Yost. The Baylor and Texas coaches 
clashed fiercely before the game about which 
of the officials should be the referee and run 
the game. Wasmund won the argument and his 
choice was Vanderbilt ex Dan Blake, who had 
played for a coach at Vanderbilt who also was a 
Hurry Up Yost product. 

The game was tied at 6-6 in the first half but 
as Baylor players and their coach saw it, Blake 
was giving Texas all the better of it in his calls. 
On one occasion, Baylor had a chance to score 
and go ahead after getting a Texas fumble. But 
Blake got in the way of the Baylor player who 
appeared to be touchdown bound and slowed 
him up just enough for a Texas player to run 
him down from behind at the UT 18. Later in 
the game, with Texas in possession at the 
Baylor 12, Texas quarterback Arnold Kirkpatrick 
dropped the ball while trying to pass and Baylor 
end Riley Hefley picked up the ball and started 
to run with it. According to a history of 
Longhorn football written by longtime Austin 
American-Statesman Lou Mayself, "Referee 
Blake jumped in and Stopped him, declaring 
the play was dead because the ball had struck 
Blake. Two of the other three officials sided 
with Baylor but Blake stuck to his decision, 
whereupon Glaze refused to let his team con- 
tinue and eventually took it off the field." 

Or as Tips puts it in his history, "Owing to a 
rank decision by an official, Coach Glaze 
refused to continue and took his team off the 
field, ending the game." 

Texas went home with a victory now offi- 
cially recorded as a 1-0 win although the 
Baylor record book for years listed it as a 6-6 
tie. But a postscript is worth noting. Baylor had 
a mighty lineman that season, a future Rhodes 
Scholar named E.T. Adams, better known as 
"Bull" Adams. He had scored Baylor's only 
touchdown in that game when he grabbed a 
Texas fumble and ran 20 yards with it. When 
Glaze decided to take his team off the field, 
the raging and defiant Adams initially refused

in the school’s first 10 years of league membership, 


going 4-0-1. A7-7 tie at SMU was the only blemish. 
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to go. As folklore has it, he challenged Texas to 
run its future plays only between the tackles, 
If the Longhorns would do so, he would take on 
the visitors by himself. 

Texas declined and went home with its 1-0 
victory. And Baylor was left with its only defeat 
that season. 

Glaze would not enjoy another winning sea- 
son before turning the football program over 
to Norman Payne for one season (1913). Payne 
in turn gave up the reins the next season to 
C.P. "Bubs" Mosley, who had been an outstand- 
ing player in his own right for Baylor. Mosley, 
Who was inducted into the Baylor Athletic Hall 
of Fame in 1964, thus took over in 1914 as the 
team was becoming known as Bears and Baylor 
itself was becoming part of a new conference, 
the Southwest Conference. 

The new league was formed on May 6 of that 
year with football competition scheduled to 
begin in 1915, Baylor, Oklahoma, Arkansas, 
Texas, Texas A&M, Oklahoma A&M and 
Southwestern University were charter members. 
Rice was accepted provisionally and did partici- 
pate in 1915, but then backed out for 1916 and 
1917 before joining the league to stay in 1918, 

Mosley did not have a good season in his 
inaugural year as head coach in Baylor's final 
season as an independent. Indeed, his team 
was only 3-5-2. Perhaps his inheritance was not 
all that great. The previous season the team 
tied as many games as it won (three). So 
Mosley's first season was hardly an accurate 
signal of things to come. He stayed around as 
head coach for six seasons, guiding the Bears 
through the 1919 campaign, and his overall 
record was 30-18-4. His winning pace of 62.5 
percent would be exceeded by only his succes- 
sor, Frank Bridges (66 percent) and by George 
Sauer (1950-55) who won at a 64 percent rate. 

But Mosley did something that would 
become a rarity in Baylor football coaching cir- 
cles; he won a share of the conference cham- 
pionship in 1915 while leading the newly- 
named Bears to a 7-1 record overall and a 3-0 
mark in league play. Unbeaten Oklahoma had 
much the better overall record (10-0) but the 
Sooners also were 3-0 in league competition 
and thus Baylor and Oklahoma were declared 
the new league's co-champions. 

Alas, that decision did not stand. Baylor 
officials did some checking and discovered one 
of their players was a transfer from another 
college and thus not eligible to have played 
that season. According to Tips’ history, Baylor 
offered to turn back the title but Oklahoma, 
“knowing this, made no effort to claim the 
title in dispute for itself; and aside from the 
fact that, for want of a second to Baylor’s offer 
to quit-claim the championship, the confer- 
ence did then and still does list the Bears as 
the first conference champions.” 
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Baylor hires Morley Jennings as head coach. 
Jennings amasses 83 victories, which stands as a 
school record for nearly 50 years.

They still laugh about the time iri 1924 when 
Baylor was playing SMU, trailing 7:0, and des- 
perately needing a touchdown late in the game 
to tie the score and sew up the championship. 
Bridges kept sending in players with instruc- 
tions to call for the use of Baylor's famed 
spread formation. They kept failing to do so. 
So finally Bridges called time, walked out on 
the field himself, and said: "Now, Wr. Referee, 
when we spread out we want the fans to be 
quiet so we can hear the signals." The referee 
assured him the fans would be kert quiet. The 
Baylor quarterback got the hint, called a play 
using the spread, Baylor scored, ti»d the game 


| and won the title. 


first time ever, The Bears reach as high as No. 6, finish 
the season 8-2 and place 20th in the filial AP poll. 
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Bridges’ first title came in 1922 and featured 
a sensational back named Wesley Bradshaw (5- 
11, 170). Bradshaw came to Baylor from Burleson 
College in Greenville, and made all-conference 
in both 1921 and ’22. In 1922 he became a one- 
man gang. He scored 30 points against Arkansas 
in one game and that year he scored 119 points, 
a total that still ranks as the Baylor record. He 
lettered in four sports: football, basketball, 
baseball and track. Hall of Fame coach Warren 
Woodson once called him "the greatest open 
field runner | have ever seen perform.” 

Baylor was undefeated in league play in 
1922 and 8-3 overall. Bears other than 
Bradshaw who won consensus All-SWC recogni- 
tion that year included tackle Russell Blailock, 
guard Cop Weathers and back John Tanner. 

By 1924 Bradshaw was gone but Bridges was 
undeterred. His Bears won the championship 
again, posting a 4-0-1 record (7-2-1 overall), 
beating out SMU which had a 2-0-4 mark. That 
Baylor team had such consensus All-SWC players 
as guards Jack Sisco and Bear Walker and backs 
Ralph Pittman and Bill Coffey, but mainly it had 
sophomore tackle/end/back Sam Coates (6-2, 
225), a remarkable athlete who first played at 
Waco High and then moved across town to the 
Baylor campus and became one of the first play- 
ers in league history to win consensus AUL-SWC 
recognition for three straight seasons. 

According to Kern Tips, on Baylor's drive for 
a tying touchdown against SMU in 1924, Coates 
gained 10 yards on a tackle-around play, 
moved to end and caught a pass for a 50-yard 
gain, and then a few plays later, in the role of 
ball carrier, swept SMU's end for the tying 
touchdown. "Somebody else kicked the tying 
point, though," wrote Tips. 


OME TO MIAMI: BAYLOR AT THE 1952 ORANGE BOWL 


Baylor plays its first game at Floyd Casey Stadium, 
then known as Baylor Stadium. The Bears defeat 
Houston 34-7 before a crowd of 24,000. 
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Two conference championships in a span of 
three years, those were heady times for the 
Baylor Bears. But they didn’t last. Bridges 
resigned following the 1925 season after 
becoming involved in a dispute with the uni- 
versity’s president, Samuel P. Brooks. Also, 
there were reports in various newspapers that 
claimed Bridges had turned down two $10,000- 
a-year coaching jobs. Brooks called Bridges in 
and told him he could never expect to make 
that much at Baylor. “Why, | only receive 
$10,000,” Brooks is said to have told Bridges. 
“That’s all right, Doc,” the puckish Bridges is 
quoted as replying. "I'll get you a raise.” 

Brooks laughed at the remark, “but that was 
the first inkling | had that he didn’t like me,” 
Bridges later said. 

He left after compiling a six-year record of 
35-18-6. Morley Jennings, who had compiled 
an impressive record of his own while coaching 
at Ouachita College in Arkansas, succeeded 
him, and stayed around for 15 years, guiding 
the Baylor program through the challenging 
times brought on by the Great Depression, 
compiling an overall record of 83-60-6, coming 
close to capturing the crown three times (sec- 
ond-place finishes in 1926, 1930 and 1933), 
tutoring perhaps the greatest lineman in 
Baylor history (Barton "Botchey" Koch) and 
giving Waco some of the most exciting tirnes it 
had ever experienced in 1937. 

Botchey Koch's greatest season came in 1930 
when he became the first Southwest 
Conference player in history to win consensus 
All-Arnerica recognition. Koch was 5-11 and 
220, and in the words of Hall of Fame coach 
Ray Morrison, "l've never seen a guard who 
could spend as much time in his opponents' 
backfield as Koch does." Koch's time at Baylor 
coincided with that of back Jake Wilson, a 
mighty mite of 5-10 and 147, a two-year all- 
conference selection and a true triple threat. 
Wilson and Koch made the Bears a strong team 
in 1930, but their 3-1-1 mark in SWC play fin- 
ished a half-game behind Texas' 4-1-0 mark. 

The Bears were good again in 1933 (4-2-0 
mark in SWC play) with such all-conference 
selections as end Jim Tom Petty, guard Harold 
Clem and back Joe Jack Pearce, but again they 
finished as a runner-up to Arkansas. They were 
6-3-1 and tied for third in the SWC race in 1936 
as Lloyd Russell won all-star honors. 

But it was in 1937 that they got Baylor ranks 
and the Central Texas population buzzing in a 
way not seen in decades. SMU and TCU had set 
the stage in 1935, both remaining undefeated 
until they clashed for the national champi- 
onship on Nov. 30 in a game that commanded 
the presence of big-name sportswriters frorn all 
parts. SMU won that game and received an invi- 
tation to become the first Southwest 
Conference team ever to play in the Rose Bowl.

When Baylor won its first six games in 1937, 
defeating defending champion Arkansas and 
well-armed TCU and A&M, the Bears zoomed up 
to No. 4 in the Associated Press poll. Talk broke 
out all over the state: "Baylor to the Rose 
Bowl." Corning up next was Texas, destined to 
finish in the cellar that season in the SWC. 

The Bears in that era were playing their games 
in Waco's relatively new Municipal Stadium, 
which had a capacity of 12,000, or maybe 15,000 
if the place was jammed. It was jammed on that 
Saturday afternoon of Nov. 6 when Bears and 
Longhorns lined up for the kickoff. Also jammed 
was the radio booth where the ranks of broad- 
casters had been increased by the presence of a 
famous sports voice from New York. 

Before the game a representative of the 
Baylor Lariat, the campus newspaper, 
approached the famed visitor and asked him 
how he thought the game would go. "Young 
man, | get paid for my Opinions,” the visitor 
loftily replied. Standing nearby and hearing 
the conversation was Jinx Tucker, famed in his 
own right as longtime sports editor of the Waco 
Tribune-Herald. "Hal, here," said Tucker, fish- 
ing in his pocket and coming up with a nickel. 
"Give him this and let's find out all he knows." 

If anyone in the vicinity thought Texas was 
going to score a shocking upset that day, he kept 
Such an opinion to himself. But the Longhorns 
did, ambushing the Bears, 9-6, and not only end- 
ing all that Rose Bowl talk but also puncturing 
the Bears' dreams of winning the conference 
title. They wound up a 3-3 team in league play. 

But not even defeat could diminish the bril- 
liance of Baylor's famed twosome of back Billy 
Patterson and end Sam Boyd. Both were two- 
year consensus All-SWC selections, both were 
early Baylor Athletic Hall of Fame inductees, 
and both had NFL career possibilities until 
World War II intervened. 

Patterson was especially outstanding by any 
measure. He had been outstanding as a high 
school player at Hillsboro. “In all my years of 
coaching, | guess the boy | wanted most and 
didn’t get was Billy Patterson,” famed TCU 
coach Leo (Dutch) Meyer once said. Meyer 
couldn’t complain, of course. He did get the 
likes of all-time college great Sammy Baugh 
and the first Heisman Trophy winner from west 
of the Mississippi, Davey O’Brien. 

Patterson wound up at Baylor although some 
of the civic leaders in Hillsboro had him primed 
to go to Texas. As Patterson told the story 
later, "Jack Chevigny was the coach at Texas 
and | had an appointment to meet him one day 
at the old Andrews Café in Hillsboro. | waited 
around awhile and he never showed up. When 
we (Baylor) went to Austin my sophomore year 
and beat Texas by scoring 21 points in the 
fourth quarter, and | was fortunate enough to 
make a few big plays, a delegation from

It is the Bears’ 10th straight season at or above ‚500. 
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Hillsboro went to Chevigny en masse after the 
game and told him, "Тһе kid who did so much 
in that last drive to beat you is the one you 
stood up in Hillsboro.’” 

Patterson showed his true ability when 
Baylor upset Arkansas in 1937. He ran 71 yards 
fora touchdown, he threw a pass for 71 years 
and another touchdown, and he intercepted a 
Pass and then threw for the winning touchdown 
as the Bears beat the defending champions, 20- 
14. Three Saturdays later he threw a long pass 
to Boyd for the touchdown that beat a power- 
ful TCU team that was led by O’Brien, 6-0. 

Morley Jennings had good teams in 1938 and 
"39. The Bears finished well above .500 both 
seasons (7-2-1 in '38 and 7-3 in ”39). If the situ- 
ation then had been what it is today, they would 
have gone to bowls both years. But instead they 
stayed home as first TCU and then Texas A&M 
won national championships with teams that 
were unbeaten and untied and seldom chal- 
lenged. Then the 1940 campaign marked the 
end of the Jennings era. Morley, widely 
admired, seldom blessed with the resources or 
talent of his adversaries, posted a 4-6 record 
that year as the Texas Aggies remained No. 1 in 
the national polls and stretched their long win- 
ning streak to Thanksgiving Day before Texas 
upset them, 7-0, and knocked a Rose Bowl invi- 
tation right out of their hands. 

Meanwhile, Texas Tech, which had been 
campaigning for several years for membership 
in the Southwest Conference, hired Morley 
Jennings at the end of the 1940 Season to leave 
Baylor, move to Lubbock and head up the Red 
Raiders' athletic program and the school's bid 
for a place in the SWC, Baylor hired Frank 
Kimbrough, older brother of A&M’s All-America 
fullback John Kimbrough, to succeed Jennings. 

Jennings’ tenure stretched over six years but 
included only four football seasons because of 
the school’s decision to withdraw from football 
competition for the 1943 and 1944 seasons 
because of World War Il. His second season 
(1942) produced encouraging results (6-4-1 
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Ranked as high as seventh nationally during the season, 
Baylor finishes the year at No. 12 after a 13-12 heart- 
breaking loss to Florida at the Gator Bowl.

The SWC had produced а mythical national |` 
champion (SMU) in 1935, the year before the 
annual Associated Press poll was started, and 
the AP’s nittional champion in both 1938 (TCU) 
and 1939 (A&M). Then A&M came within the 
late seascn loss to Texas of repeating its | 
national ct ampionship in 1940. So conversation 
about national titles was becoming old hat to 
SWC fans. 'Vhen Texas won its first six games in 
1941, and ill the victories coming by at least a 
28-point margin, the Longhorns took over first 
place in the AP poll and critics labeled coach 
D.X. Bible’; masterpiece the greatest team in 
Southwest ‘onference history. 

Baylor, cn the other hand, was far from a 
masterpiece. When injuries sidelined the P MÀ 
Bears' outstanding back, Jack Wilson, coach р 
Frank Kimlirough's team became less than | 
ordinary. It lost to Texas A&M, 48-0, and the 
following vieek it lost to TCU, 23-12, and 
experts saw no hope for the Bears against 
mighty Texis. Waco Tribune-Herald sage Jinx 
Tucker predicted a 50-0 Baylor defeat and sj 
advised fani to get to the game early, other- | 
wise they would miss UT’s first touchdown. | 

Playing in the same stadium where Texas had 
snuffed out 3aylor’s Rose Bowl talk in 1937, the 
Bears got their revenge.

And as 
former Baylor athletic faculty rep then presi- 
dent and finally chancellor Abner McCall once 
said, it was only then, in 1947, that Baylor 
really got serious about football.

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brought with him a former Georgia Tech stand- 
out named Frank Broyles to help him, and in 
their second year on the job they got the Bears 
respectable, highly competitive and into a 
bowl, Baylor’s first. That 1948 team, sparked 
by junior college transfer quarterback Adrian 
Burk and all-conference linemen Buddy Tinsley 
and Bentley Jones, finished in a tie for third in 
the conference race, 6-3-2 overall, and beat 
Wake Forest, 20-7, in the "Dixie Bowl” in 
Birmingham, Ala. Tinsley, at 6-3 and 240 (and 
later a super star in Canadian football), was 
the heaviest man on the consensus all-confer- 
ence team, and Jones, a 5-10, 165-pound 
guard, was the lightest. 

The 1948 Baylor team was a good one. The 
1949 team was great, one of the greatest in 
Baylor history. It won its first six games, got up 
to No. 6 in the AP poll (before losing to Texas), 
finished second at 8-2 behind an outstanding 
Rice team that was unbeaten in league play, 
and became the catalyst for the drive that 
resulted in 1950 in Baylor building the 50,000- 
seat stadium it now occupies. 

That 1949 Baylor team had a superlative end 
named J.D. Ison, an all-conference guard 
named Don Mouser, and quarterback Burk, who 
both punted and passed in an All-America 
manner. Burk led the nation in passing that 
season, completing 57.6 percent of his 191 
throws for 1,428 yards (which ranked second in 
SWC history at that time) and 14 touchdowns. 
He was never better than he was on Nov. 19 of 
that season when Baylor beat SMU for the first 
time since 1936. 

SMU that season was led by Hall of Fame 
coach Matty Bell and featured such stars as 
former Heisman Trophy winner Doak Walker, 
future All-Pro Kyle Rote and other Mustangs 
who had been instrumental in SMU winning the 
conference crown the two previous years. The 
game was played at the Cotton Bowl (by then 
SMU’s home stadium) before a crowd of 
63,337, the biggest crowd ever to watch the 
Bears play up to that time. Burk threw an 80- 
yard touchdown pass to back Dudley Parker on 
the first play from scrimmage, and after that 
the game just got wilder and wilder. 

Baylor assistant Frank Broyles, the excitable 
sort, was in a scouting booth in the press box, 
watching the teams exchange touchdowns in 
rapid fire order. Finally the time arrived for 
him to leave his place in the scouting booth 
and go to ground level to be with the team at 
halftime. He caught the slow-moving press box 
elevator, and as it made its way downward, 
Broyles heard a huge roar corning from the 
stands. Upon reaching the ground, he ran up 
the nearest ramp, grabbed a fan and demand- 
ed, "What happened, what happened?" 

Came the exasperated reply: "Those guys 
scored again."

Unenlightened, Broyles quickly posed anoth- 
er question: “Yes, yes, but which ones.” 

Baylor had the last word (and last score) in 
that game, winning a 35-26 verdict and moving 
back up to No. 9 in the AP poll. Doak Walker 
caught a touchdown pass in that game while 
lying on his back in the end zone. But alas, the 
Bears lost to Rice in their final game, 21-7, and 
shortly after that Woodruff accepted Florida’s 
offer to come coach the Gators. And he took 
Broyles with him. 

Baylor’s response was to hire George Sauer, 
who had coached with great success at Kansas 
and then with some success at Navy. Sauer, a 
former All-America fullback at Nebraska, 
coached six years at Baylor and gave the Bears 
some of the most exciting football the school has 
enjoyed in its 102 years of playing the game. 

That was our Golden Era,” declares Gale 
Galloway, a co-captain of the 1951 team and an 
outstanding linebacker who probably would have 
made it big in the pros if it had not been for the 
Korean War. Instead, he wound up as chief exec- 
utive officer of several Fortune 500 companies 
and became one of Baylor’s major benefactors. 
Galloway would include the 1949 team when 
making that “Golden Era” assessment. 

Sauer arrived just in time to direct the Bears 
in their new stadium. His first team (1950) was 
a fine one, posting a 7-3 record and finishing 
second in the SWC title chase; his second team 
was even better. It finished a half game out of 
first place after being upset by eventual cham- 
pion TCU. But it also wound up in Baylor’s first 
"major" bowl, the Orange Bowl, where it lost 
to Georgia Tech, 17-14. 

Those were teams featuring the wondrous 
wizardry of quarterback Larry Isbell (AU- 
America in 1951 and generally recognized as 
the finest quarterback in Baylor history), the 
pass catching of All-America Stan Williams and 
Harold Riley, the running of fullback Richard 
Parma and the defensive work of Galloway, 
tackle Ken Casner and guard Bill Athey. The 
1951 Bears finished ninth in the AP poll, the 
highest ever for a Baylor tearn. 

Sauer's Bears were back knocking at the 
door again in 1953, finishing a game out ofa 
share of the title after winning their first six 
games and attaining the highest ranking ever 
for a Baylor team -- No. 3 in the AP poll before 
beating TCU and again before losing by a single 
point to Texas in Austin. That team featured 
what became known as the "Fearsome 
Foursome" backfield comprised of Cotton 
Davidson at quarterback, Jerry Coody and L.G. 
Dupre at the halfbacks and Allen Jones at full- 
back. They formed an explosive package, but 
after getting upset by Texas the Bears lost 
their focus. Still ranked No. 9, they went down 
with a thud to Houston (37-7) and finished the 
season by losing to Rice, 41-19. 
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After an 0-2 start, Baylor pulls off the unthinkable 
with its first Southwest Conference title in 50 years.

But even as the season fell apart, the Baylor 
freshman team, quarterbacked by lethal pass- 
er Doyle Traylor, was rampaging through its 
schedule unbeaten and winning praise as the 
greatest Baylor Cub team in history. When the 
1954 season rolled around, the players from 
that team moved up to augment the varsity, 
making for another elite Baylor team. 

It started with a bang, avenging its 1953 loss 
to Houston by trouncing the Cougars, 53-13, in 
its season opener. That truly was a revenge game 
for the Bears. The year before, Houston million- 
aire Hugh Roy Cullen had given the Cougars a 
rnulti-million dollar gift for upsetting Baylor, and 
in 1954 the Bears proved they had not forgotten. 
Guided by All-SWC quarterback Billy Hooper 
and bolstered by All-America tackle Jim Ray 
Smith, they got up to No. 10 in the AP poll 
before losing back-to-back road games to Miami 
(19-13) and Arkansas (21-20), but then they 
reeled off five victories in a row. After beating 
conference leader SMU, 33-21, before 47,000 in 
Dallas, they returned home to take on Rice. A 
victory over the Owls would give them a share 
of that elusive crown. They didn’t get it. 
Although Baylor’s terrific sophomore back, Del 
Shofner, got loose on a run that carried to the 
Rice 6-yard line late in the game, the Bears 
were unable to cash in. They lost, 20-14, leav- 
ing them tied with Rice for third. Their conso- 
lation prize: an invitation to play Auburn in the 
Gator Bowl. And in Jacksonville, Fla., the Tigers 
of Auburn stomped them, 33-13. 

But they had one of their greatest seasons in 
Baylor history two years later. By then Sauer had 
become athletic director only, turning the foot- 
ball reins over to assistant coach Sam Boyd, the 
1937-38 Baylor hero. And Boyd’s team, blessed 
with the talent and depth few Baylor teams

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have ever had, quickly made waves. They won 
their first four games while surrendering only a 
total of 13 points, and they were ranked No. 8 
in the land when they took on coach Bear 
Bryant’s No. 7-ranked Aggies at Baylor Stadium. 

The result was the biggest crowd | personal- 
ly have ever seen at that stadium. Although the 
crowd was officially announced as 49,500, the 
stands were full, both end zones were full, and 
dozens of fans were standing on the field just 
beyond the end zone. The result also was a 
game that was bitterly fought and physical to 
an extreme. Bryant later said: "The Baylor- 
A&M game in 1956 was the bloodiest, meanest, 
most brutal game one of my teams was ever 
in." 

The Aggies, led by future Heisman Trophy 
winner John David Crow, won the game, 19-13, 
and Baylor fans left the stadium talking darkly 
about a critical call made by one of the offi- 
cials, a controversial call that overturned the 
Baylor recovery of an A&M fumble late in the 
game. Then the next week the Bears, still 
waiting for their offense to develop, went to 
Fort Worth and lost to TCU, 7-6. 

After that game their offense came alive. 
They did not lose again. They mauled 
Nebraska, 26-7; blanked SMU, 26-0; and just 
wore out old nemesis Rice, 46-13. Those scores 
caught the eye of the Sugar Bowl, which invit- 
ed them to play No. 2-ranked Tennessee on 
Jan. 1 in New Orleans. 

By then the Bears were truly a powerhouse 
featuring the likes of do-it-all back Del 
Shofner, quarterbacks Bobby Jones and Buddy 
Humphrey (Doyle Traylor had become one of 
Baylor's hard-luck stories of all time, twice los- 
ing seasons because of broken bones), ends 


Jerry Marcontell and Earl Wayne Miller, and 
such sur erlative Bears up front as All-America | 
Bill Glas;, Clyde Letbetter, Charley Horton and 
Bill Pars ey. But Tennessee had tradition, а per- 
fect record, that No. 2 ranking, and All- 
America tailback Johnny Majors. 

The Volunteers were strongly favored. The 
Bears won the game, 13-7, Baylor's greatest 
bowl vic :ory of all time.

Darrell Royal’s team had to withstar d a wither- 
ing Baylor challenge that carried inside the 
Texas 20 in the final seconds before ¢juarterback 
Duke Carlisle, left in the lineup fo defensive 
purposes on Baylor's last big drive, dashed 
| across the end zone and intercepted a pass that 
Elkins all but had in his eager mi:ts. Such a 
reception would have left Baylor in position to 
tie the game and claim priority on going to the 
Cotton Bowl as the league's co-chanipion. 

Left frustrated in Austin, the Вегг< won the 
remainder of their games, acceptei! ап invita- 
tion to play LSU in the Bluebonnet Bowl, and 
there they beat the Bengal Tigers more deci- 
sively than the 14-7 final score indicated.

ally televised. Meeting a 
Syracuse team that was armed 
with both Floyd Little and Larry 
Csonka in the backfield, the 
underdog Bears just romped and 
stomped. Final score: Baylor 35, 
Syracuse 12. 

A month later, the Bears went 
to Fayetteville to take on an 
Arkansas team that had won 
back-to-back SWC titles and 
boasted a long regular season 
winning streak. But it lost that 
day. The Bears, led by All- 
America defensive guard Greg 
Pipes, shut out the favored 
Hogs, 7-0. 

When Bridgers’ contract ran 
out after the 1968 season, Baylor 
decided not to renew it. Instead, 
Bill Beall was brought in from 
LSU. Beall had been an assistant under Jess 
Neely at Rice and then Charlie McClendon at LSU 
but he was not the answer at Baylor. His teams 
only won three games in three seasons and 
Baylor’s decision makers decided a change had 
to be made. 

By then a revered name from Baylor’s past, 
Jack Patterson, who had won three SWC track 
and field championships over a four-year span 
for the Bears before accepting a similar post at 
Texas, agreed to return to Baylor as the 
school’s new athletic director. When Beall was 
fired, Patterson was put in total charge of the 
hunt to find an acceptable successor. His 
choice after several disappointments: Grant 
Teaff, the head coach at Angelo State. 

Baylor’s choice of Teaff was questioned on 
several fronts and ridiculed on others. But the 
scoffing stopped the first year. Teaff coached 
the tissue-thin Bears to a 5-6 record and won 
Southwest Conference Coach of the Year hon- 
ors. And his fine defensive end, Roger Goree, 
won consensus All-America recognition. But 
when his 1973 team sought to produce a suit- 
able encore, it fell flat. The Bears finished 2-9 
and failed to win a single conference game. 

So when 1974 rolled around, Baylor was the 
popular choice to finish last or next to last again. 
The team had a young offensive line, a quarter- 
back who had a speech impediment and a tail- 
back who was about 5 feet 7 inches tall. But 
when the 43-point underdogs went to Norman to 
open their season against No. 1-ranked 
Oklahoma, and wound up giving the Sooners 
about all they could handle (OU led by only a 7- 
5 score going into the fourth quarter) befare los- 
ing, 28-11, even Oklahoma coach Barry Switzer 
came to their dressing room after the game to 
tell them what a great game they had played.

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the next week against Missouri, but when they 

returned to Waco and beat No. 8-ranked 
Oklahoma State the following Saturday, every- 
one knew Neal Jeffrey was quite a quarter- 
back, Steve Beaird was a real dynamo at tail- 

back and never mind his short stature, and the 
Bear defense was for real. 

The season became one Baylor fans will never 
forget. True, they stumbled against Texas A&M 
in a 20-0 game but they did not stumble again. 
After getting behind by 17 points at halftime 
against Texas, against a coach (Darrell Royal) 
that Baylor had never beaten, and then forging 
a mighty second-half comeback that produced 
27 unanswered points and a resounding 34-24 
victory, the Bears put together a Miracle on the 
Brazos that would not be denied. 

When great Baylor football victories are dis- 
cussed, the Baylor-Texas game of 1974 usually 
tops the list. Royal came to the Baylor locker 
room after the game to congratulate the Bears 
and urge them to go on now and win that long- 
sought conference crown. And Oklahoma’s 
Switzer sent Teaff a telegram, telling him the 
rest of the country now was finding out what 
OU found out in that season opener. 

Baylor let the scoreboard lights burn all 
night after that remarkable victory, and sever- 
al members of the Baylor administration, along 
with at least one regent, secured their bedrolls 
and spent the night at the stadium. 

When the Bears beat Rice amid blizzard-like 
conditions at Baylor Stadium on Nov. 30, they 
nailed down something no other Baylor team 
had managed in 50 years: an undisputed SWC 
football championship. 

That feat took them to the Cotton Bowl to 
play Penn State, and while they lost that game 
by a 41-20 score (after leading at halftime), 
Baylor fans hardly noticed. They had finally 
made it to Big D on New Year’s Day, that was 
all that mattered. 

Linebacker Derrel Luce and center Aubrey 
Schulz won All-America honors that season; 
Jeffrey, Beaird and defensive back Ron Burns 
won All-SWC recognition; and Teaff was named 
National Coach of the Year. The Bears had come 
from last to first in one short season. And Beaird 
had become the first Baylor back ever to rush for 
a thousand yards (actually, 1,104) in a season. 

They had a good season in 1976 (7-3-1) but a 
bowl invitation escaped them. Although four- 
touchdown underdogs, they scored the most 
points any Baylor team had ever scored against 
Texas in 1978 while beating the Longhorns, 38-14. 

The next season they pieced together an 8-4 
season that was flavored by a 24-18 Peach Bowl 
victory over Clemson, and then in 1980 they 
pushed all the right buttons again. They won 
their first seven games, climbed to No. 10 in the 
national polls, and after allowing themselves to 
get upset by San Jose State they won the

remainder of their games to win the conference 
title by a record-tying three full games. 

The key victory was a thrilling comeback win 
over SMU (32-28) but one that old Baylor fans 
still like to talk about was the 46-7 trouncing 
of Texas A&M at College Station in a game that 
was played in a monsoon, 

They actually wound up their regular season 
by blanking Texas, 16-0, and that Nov. 22, 1980 
whitewashing is the very last shutout that has 
been suffered by the Texas Longhorns. You can 
look it up. 

While no Baylor team will ever replace the 
1974 Bears in the hearts of Baylor fans, that 
1980 team surely ranks No. 1 in terms of pure 
accomplishment. It not only won the crown by 
three full games, it led the league in both total 
offense and total defense and put no fewer 
than eight players (a record for a Baylor team) 
on the consensus all-conference team. And it 
put on the field the player who has become the 
most decorated player in Baylor’s football his- 
tory: linebacker Mike Singletary. 

Singletary joined wideout Lawrence Elkins 
as the only two-year consensus All-America 
selections ever to wear the green and gold. 
They both have been inducted in the National 
College Football Hall of Fame. But Singletary 
also was a three-year All-SWC choice (Elkins 
made the honor team two seasons), and he 
went on to be chosen on the Football Writers’ 
25-year All-America team (one of only three 
players to win the honor from the SWC, the 
other two being offensive lineman Jerry 
Sisemore of Texas and Tony Franklin of A&M), 
and to become a multiple AU-NFL choice in the 
NFL while playing with the Chicago Bears. 
Truly, Mike Singletary was one of a kind. 

He was one of those eight Bears who won 
Consensus All-SWC recognition in 1980. The 
others were offensive guard Frank Ditta (also 
narned All-America), quarterback Jay Jeffrey 
(younger brother Neal), running backs Walter 
Abercrombie and Dennis Gentry, defensive 
linemen Charles Benson and Joe Campbell, and 
defensive back Vann McElroy. 

Abercrombie, who led the league in rushing 
that season with 1,187 yards, would become 
Baylor's all-time leading rusher before winding 
up his college career the following season and 
then becoming a first-round draft choice of the 
Pittsburgh Steelers. 

Baylor's domination of the league in 1980 
paid off in a trip to the Cotton Bowl to play 
Bear Bryant's Alabama Crimson Tide. That 
game became a defensive struggle for the 
longest time before the Bears finally cracked 
and Alabama went home with a 30-2 victory. 

The Bears had a good season in 1983 (7-4-1), 
winning their way to the Bluebonnet Bowl to 
play Oklahorna State (they lost, 24-14), but that 
was but a prelude for the excellent teams they

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fielded in 1985 and 1986. They tied for second 
both seasons after breaking in front early, and 
they climaxed both seasons with bowl victories 
— 21-7 over LSU in the Liberty Bowl in ’85 and 
21-9 over Colorado in the Bluebonnet the fol- 
lowing season. 

Those teams also featured some favorite 
Baylor names starting with quarterbacks Cody 
Carlson and Tom Muecke. In 1986, on Oct. 18, 
the Bears met a Jackie Sherrill-coached A&M 
team in a game that was later voted the SWC’s 
best game of the decade. Baylor roared out to a 
17-0 lead in that game but the Aggies came back 
to have the last word in a 31-30 stem-winder. 
That verdict knocked the Bears out of the cham- 
pionship and kept them out of the Cotton Bowl. 

The Bears struggled to stay on the topside of 
.500 for the remainder of the decade but they 
punctuated a 5-6 season in their final game of 
the 1980s by going to Austin and beating Texas 
by the historic margin of 50-7. In doing so they 
gave Grant Teaff the victory on UT turf that he 
had always declared he would win before he 
ended his Baylor coaching career. 

The Bears stirred hopes that they would 
become something special in 1991, winning 
their first five games (including a 16-14 victo- 
ry over defending national champion Colorado 
on the Buffaloes’ own turf in Boulder, ending 
what had been an impressive CU winning 
streak there) and rising to No. 8 in the nation- 
al polls. But then they lost to Rice and A&M in 
succession, and later to Texas Tech. The final 
result was an 8-3 season that yielded a trip to 
the Copper Bowl, but there they went flat, los- 
ing to Indiana, 24-0.

-| that surpassed Kyle Woods for his positive atti- 
| tude, his determination, his faitt and his will 
| to make something of his life, which had been 
devastated physically." 

The Baylor family did not fcrget Woods. 
Last fall, a team of former players and 
coaches kicked off a fund-raising project 
designed to raise funds to build a new house 


j for Woods.

L.M. Dyson and former teammates Radar Holt 
and Scott Smith attempts to raise $250,000 for 
the project.

President Robert B. Sloan Jr. presented the 
committee with a check for $60,000 on behalf 
of the university. 

"We want this home to be a start of good 
things the Lord has for you in the future,” 
Sloan said. 

Woods has found ways to use his disable- 
ment as a positive force in his life. He serves 
as a counselor for physically handicapped stu- 
dents at Mountainview College in Dallas, help- 
ing to instill in others the same positive ener- 
gy that has driven him for the past two-plus 
decades. 

"Kyle has been an inspiration to all of us 
who have known him,” said former Baylor run- 
ning back Walter Abercrombie. “He never let 
that bother him. He took his injury as part of 
the deal of playing football.” 

Three former teammates, Robin Jones, Neal 
Jeffrey and Le’Shai Matson, presented a check 
in the amount of $10,000 on behalf of Friends 
of Baylor University. Another former team- 
mate, NFL Hall of Famer Mike Singletary, has 
committed $5,000, and Teaff said other former 
players have committed another $20,000. 

"The importance of this project cannot be 
measured,” Teaff said. "То literally change 
someone’s living environment is immeasura- 
ble.”
